Three Years alcer this the Peloponneſians,and 
Athenians made a Peace for Fifty Years, but 
that Agreemenc laſted not ſeven; for then 
they began to commit ſeveral Hoſtilities,with- 
out any formal breaking of the Treaty,which 
Injuries they often parch'd up with Truces. 
Bur in the ſeventeenth Year after the Treaty 
they broke out into open War, with all cheir 
utmoſt Efforts, which continu'd for Ten Years. 
Then the Artbeniavs once more equip an ex- 
traordinary Navy, and ſend ir into Sicily, the 
Chief Commandeis among others were Alci- 


biades, and Nicias. The latter by ſeveral O- 


rations endeavour'd to perſwade them from a 
Sea-Fight : But Alcibiades the contrary, The 
Peloponne/ians lend Relief to the Sicilzans : And 


at laſt in the Haven of Syracuſa the Athenians 


engag'd them, but afrer a doubtful, and often 
various Fortune they weig put to flight, and 
deſtroy'd. In the mean while the Lacedeme- 
nians enter into a ConfeCeracy with Darizs 
King of Perſia, againſt the Arherians: And 
Tiſſaphernes was the General for Darias. 

Next co Cody, Polydorims, Spartanas, and A- 
riftomenes the Meſſcnian, theſe: that follow are 
generally eſtcemed the moſt Illuſtrious of the 
Grecian Commanders, ſome of whom deſerv d 
well of their own Native Countries,and others 
of all Greece. They are thele : Miltiades, Leonidas, 
Themiſtocles, Pericles, Ariftides, Pauſanias, Xan- 
tips, 
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tippus , Leotycidas, Cimon, Conow, Epaminondas, 
Leoſthenes, Aratus the Sicyonian, Philopemenes.,. 
Moft of which were after their Services con- 
demned to Baniſhment from the Country they 
had preſerv'd. . 

Cicero deſcribes the Port or Haven of - Syra- 
cuſa, and ſays, that there never was any but 
the Athenians that ventur'd into it with Three 
Hundred Ships, and that they wers overcome, 
and deſtroy'd there, chiefly by the Nature of 
the Place ; and that there was the Strength 
and Power of Athens overcome, and deſtroy'd, 
and that there their Honour, Dominion, and 
Glory ſufter'd Shipwrack. 

Thucydides lays, that the Extent of Sicily is 
as long, as a large Ship can fail in eight days, 
and that irc is ſeparated from the Continenc 
Twenty Furlongs. 

Darixs had two Sons, Artaxerxes Mnemon, 
and Cyras, the firſt after the Death of his Fa- 
ther ficcoated to the Throne, and Cyras was 
Maſter of Ionia and Lydia, but nor content 
wich chat condition, he engag'd in a War wich 
his Brother, and'King, but was in it overcome, 
and ſlain.

Wiz duces Cato ſpeaking very Honcurably, and 
uz much like a Friend of Scipio, and the inclina- 
V2 tions of their Age; chiefly extoliirg che great- 
neſs of his Mind. But Livy reprelens Cato as 
an Enemy of Sc:pio's, and one that Cid gene- 
rally leflen, and enviouſly diminiſh che Re- 
putation of his Courage. Cicero aitributes to 
{ him a great readineſs, and celerity in che di- 
ſpatch of Afﬀairs. 

In -this time flouruhed the Poets Ennis, 
Plautus, and Nevins. 

Aﬀer Antiochus was thus worfted, Hyaanibal 
fled to Pruſias to the King of Bubznia: And 
when the Romans demanded him to be &<li- 
vered to them, to avoid falling into their 
Hands, he poiſoned himlſeif. 

Antmchus Epiphanes ſucceeded his Father An- 
tiocbus in bis Throne, and Deſigns upon ef&-

cceded his Father ; uting his Relation, as 
means of accompliining his Ends, he profel:

' the Romans being again follicited by the «4 
yptians, who had found out his Treachery, 
ent Caius Popilues antes Arabaſlador to him, 
He when he came iato the Pieſence of 4y 
tiochus, ſammoned him in the Name of the 


People of Rome to raiſe the-Siege of Alexan 
dria, and march away : But Antiochus deſiring 
time to conſider of ir, Popilius with the Stick 
he had in his hand made a Circle ahout hin, 
\ and aloud commanded him not to ſtir out off 
that Circle till he had returned: his Anſwer, 


who being terrified with the Power of the 
Romans, ot which he was not ignorant, pro 
miſed Peace. | 

I couch upon theſe Tranſa&ions to ſhey 


how the Romans from ſmall beginnings have 
by degrees increaſed, and what Progreſs they 
made, till chey arrived to the height of Em- 
pire. For now their Courage could be no 
longer confined within the Bounds of Teal, Þ 


but paſſing them, penetrated into. the ſeveral 
Pares of the World. But there remained a 


great deal yet b-hind for chem tq perform be- 


tore they could reach that, vaſt Power, and 
Command, which took in the chiefeſt part of 
the known World, as I ſhall in few words make 
evident, .

8 came him, and in the Pattle cok bork him, 
} and his Wife, Mother, and Childien Prifo- 
# ners, and carryed them in Triumpin, gaining 
# by that the Sirname of Macedonicus ; and from 
| this time Macedon was made a Province of the 
| Roman Empire. * 

Emnius, according to Cicere, dyed juſt the 
Year before, when he was Seventy Years of 
Age. Publius Cornelius Naſica ſome few Years 
after Conquers Dalmatia : Aﬀer which in a 
* few Years the third Panick War broke our. 
| For the Carthaginians, impatient of Peace 
# and Idleneſs, turn their Arms chiefly on Maſ- 
| [aniſſa King of Numidia, a Friend and Con- 
| federate of the Romans,and invaded his Coun- 
try; the Senate upon his Sollicitations Decree 
a War in his Defence, about the Six Hun- 
dred and Fourth Year after the Foundation 
of Rome. But they differed in their Opinions 
whether they ſhould ſpare the City, or totally 
level it to the Ground. They that were for 
ſparing it urged, that if Carthage were de- 
ſtroyed, 
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ſttoyed, the Romans would fall out amany 
themſzlves in Civil Wars. But Marcus Porciat 
Cato on the other hand laid before them the 
great danger the Common-Wealth of 
would be continually in if this City were ac 
entirely deſtroyed. Which Opinion at 
prevailed, though he dyed in the midfif 
of the Diſpute, in the Eighty fifch yea 
of his Age. Cicero places him among the Ar 
cient Orators, in the next degree to Maraf 
Cornelius Cetbegus, who was celebrated by Evi 
#ius, as he ſays; and that there were On 
Hundred and Fifty of his Orations extant if 
his time, full of great Thoughts and Word 
he condemns his Contemporary of a Crim 
nal Niceneſs, in not peruſing them, and con 
pares him to Lycizs, an Athenian Author. 

Publius Scipio e/Emylianus, the Son of Pauls 
Macedonicus, and adopted Grandſon of Sciji 
Africanus, was made General in this third P 
nick War. He proſecuting the War that ws 
bzgun by others, in the fourth Year takes Cay 
thage, after a hot Siege of ſome days cont 
nuance, Planders, Burns, and Levels it to thi 
Ground, gaining the Name of A4fricanus to 
as well as he who before had beat Hannibal, 

And this was the end of this Powerful Gi 
ty, of greater Antiquity than Rome it ſelf; ani 
nos much inferiour to it in Noble Comma 
ders, and had been many Years Mitltreſs of 
large Dominion. | 


Cicero lays, that Publins Scipio, after; the 
king of Carthage, rzitored tothe Sicalians tho © 
© Status 
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Stutues and Ornaments, which they had ta- 
ken from them ſome Years before. Amonglt 
the reſt he reſtored to choſe of Agrigentin that 
Bull, which was 1eported-co be that of Paz- 
kr the Tyrant, in which he uſed to put thoſe 
he deſtined. to Death, and then cauſed a Fire 
to be kindled under it. | 

This Phaleri was not ſlain by Treachery , 
or any private Conſpiracy , as many other

Lacius Mummius the Conſul was made 
Generaliflimo of the Forces the Romans em- 
ployed in this War ; who having in the Bartcle 
gained the Victory, all Achaia ſurrendred to 
him, and he by the Order of a Decree of the 


6H Senate burnt and deſtroyed Corimth,che chiefeſt, 
& and moſt wealthy Cicy of all Greece, which 
of Cicero calls the Light or Beauty of Greece, leſt 


& recovering it ſelf from the preſſures it then lay 


3 under, ic ſhould in time increale its Strength, 


and eſtabliſh irs Power. This Conqueſt gained 
Mummius the Sirname of Achaicus. 

Ar this time it was that Variatus poſleſſed 
himſelf of Lu/itania, A Man that from a 
Shepherd became a Hunter, from that a Rob- 
ber, ani in a litcle cime Commander of a 
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brave Army. He held out the War againſt 
the Romans ſeveral Years, and fought them 
ſeveral times with Succeſs, and was at laſt kill 
| by Treachery ; and not before his Death did 
Decius Funius Brutus, then Conful, ſubdue al 
Luſitania, even to the Sea Coaſts. - 

The Romans at this time receiyed a greaf 
blow from thoſe of Numantia, a People 0 
Spam. The Senate' made an extraordinar 
Election of Publius Scipio Africanus to the Con 
{ulſhip, and gave him the Charge of this Wai 
againſt the Numantines, who had rejected thi 
Peace that was made by the Conſul Mancinu 
becauſe it was not for theic Honour. Cy 

Who marching thither with his Army, re 7 
duced the Souldiersto a more ſevere Diſcipline; 
for they had by a remiſneſs of Commander 
been permitted to grow more looſe :and effe-M 
minate, and lefs able to undergo the Fatigue 
of War. After he had beſieged the City 0 
Numantia ſome time, he took it, and razed iti 
to the Ground Fourteen Years after the De-® 
ſtruction of Carthage, and the Six HundredbF 
of the Foundation of Rome. 7:

; The Year following, which was ID CXXV 
oo Year of the Foundation of Rome, Publius Scipio 
8 Africans was ſtifled, as 'ewas thought, by his 
Relations in his Bed in the Night-time. 

Cicero gives him the Character of Eloquent, 
"= and of the higheſt Integrity 'and Honour in 

{ the World : And affirms, that though the whole 
Z City was extreamly affected with his Death, 
= yet there was no care takento diſcover the Au- 
# thors of it, but that there appeared ewo Suns 
vi that Year. And thus this extraordinary Man 

| dyed inthe fifty ſixth Year of his Age ; which 
Cicero in a molt ingenious Fiction pretends was 
toretold him by African the elder.

ſurer Tenure than his Pleaſure. 

He was fo, inveterate againſt Marius, that 
he commanded. his deal Body, which .was 
buried near.the River Anis,to be corn in pieces, 
and to be ſcattered about. ,But he himſelf was

The greateſt Orators betore him were Quin 
tus Catulus, Cains Fulius, Marcus Antonius, and 
Lucins Craſſus; in whoſe time, as Cicero ob 
ſerves, the Rowan Language was in ics per-

But this Age wherein Cicero lived was the 
moſt Learned of any of the Roman Empire: | 


For to ſay nothing of ſo many Eminent Ora- 


tors, there were a great many able Lawers, in 
which number I reckon Caius Agquilius Gallu, 
Lucius Lucilius Balbus, Caius Fuventius, Sextu 
Papyrius, the Scholars of Quintus Matius Scavols 
the Chief Prieſt, from whom Cicero had ſome 


InſtruQions in his Youth.

At this time Nicomedes King of Bithynia Oy- 
ing, left the Roman People his Heirs. But 24+ 
thridates, who had before made a League with 
Sertorius, in the midſt of the Factions of Ma- 
rius and Sylla, having pakolled himſelf of B;- 
thynia, renewed the War with a great deal of-- 
Power and Reſolution. _ Lacins 
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Lucias Lixcullus was (ent with att Army a- 
gainſt him, who in his Conful-ſhip having had 
the better of him in ſeveral Engagements of 
Horſe, when he was Proconſul, drove him 
into Pontus, having routed his Army, and dif: 
poſſeſſed him of Bz:rbznia. Where being again 
in a very furious Batcle overcome, Mithridate; 
fled to Tigranes King of Armenia. Luculus purſu- 
ing him, in ſeveral Fighes worſted both their 
Forces. But that which hindred him from 
putting an abſolute end to the War, and rob'd 
him of that Fruit and Glory of an entire Con- 
queſt, was the Tumults of the Souldiers, which 
ſome of his Enemies cunning]y ſtirred up and i 
fomented. - 

For a little after Luculus 'was recalled, and 
Cneius Pompeins (ent in his place. Cicero in an, 
Oration which he made to the People in the 
Praiſe of Pompey, was one that perſwaded this 
alteration. ;

Even out of the City, was overcome and ſlain 
by Cains Antonizs, Cicero's Colleague, after he 
had muſtered together in Herruria a number of 
Deſperado's, to try what he could doby open 
Force, his private endeavours being difap-

Cicero was not a little fond of this Service

| Ceſar. 
There were ſeveral Laws made in his Con- 
ſulſhip and DiRatorſhip, and from his Name 
F 2 called 
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called Fulia ; as the Agrarian, of Fudgment, 
of Force, of Majeſty, of Bribery, of he "_ 
hood, of Uſury. 

Every Body allows Ceſar Clemency ; Cicen® 
gives him beſides that, Wit, Ingenuity, Judghy # 
ment, Reaſon, Memory, Learning, Know# 
ledge, Induſtry ; though he bore his Govern 
ment with a gieat deal of uneaſineſs, but tha 
te kept privace; and in a Letter to his Ini 
mate Friend Atticus he ſays of it, The Road £ 
will not be of above half a Year's continuance. 

*Tis evident that Cicero diſcovered a greai 
deal of inconſtancy and wavering all aloypt 
in the Controverſie berwixt Ceſar and Pon 
pey. For firſt, ſiding with the latter, and fol 
lowing even his Camp, alchough he blame 
his Deſpair and Negligence, in his Epiſtles vw 
his Friends, called Czar, that had oppoldi 
his Party with Arms, a Tyrant and Monſter: 
Yet when Pompey was beaten, and ſlain, ant F 
he ſaw Czſar Pardon a great many that hal 
been in Arms againſt him, he carned his Style b 
and in three Orations extoiled him to the Ski. 
And when Cz/ar, upon his being informel 
of Plots that were againſt him, had ſaid ſome? 
times, that he had lived long enough, he 
earneſt] ly prieſt him to caſt off that Opinion, 
for though he had obtained Honour and Glory 
enough, and ſo might have lived long enougi| 
for his own particular Happineſs, yer he ha 
not lived long encugh for the Common: wealth, 
who could not ſubſiſt without his Protection 
and Government. That he had no _ to

# Senate he durit engage his Credit with them,

Three Millions, Twelve Thouſand, Five Hun: 
dred Pounds of our Money : But if Alexar i 
adrian, which is more likely, A4lexandria being r 
the Seat of that Monarch, it comes to Four 
Millions, Five Hundred, and Eighteen Thou 
ſand, Seven Hundred and Fifty Poiinds Ste. i 
ling ; each «eAgyptian Talent being Two Hun 
dred and Fifty Pounds, and each Alexandria 
Three Hundred*« and Seventy Five. But *tisÞ#

But 
this Army under the Command of YVarw, wa 
almoſt entirely cut off by Arminias, the Gene- 
ral of the Cheruſc:, between the Rivers Ame:

Druſus was lain in Germany, leaving two

near the River Metauras. Auguſtis allo ſub-

ax, and the Salaſſians, Inhabitants of the Alpes. 
*Tis reported that he often thought of quitting

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Clemens, Menander, Archadins, Ruffinus, Papy- 
rims, Fronto, Anthins, Maximus, Hermogeniants, 
Africans, Florentinas, Trophonics, Fuſtns Calli- 
fratus, Venuleins Cel[us. 

Baſſianws being killed in Aſia, Macrinws (uc- 
ceeded him, who having but litcle Succeſs a- 
gainſt Ar:abanw King of the Parthians, find- 
ing his Legions inclining to Revolt to Heliog a- 
balus, the Son of Baſſianws, made Peace with 
him. 

Alexander Severms, the Succeſſor of Helioga- 
balns, a Luxurious and Effteminate Prince, was 
a Man of Courage, and overcame Artaxerxes 
{ King of Perſia, and recovered Meſopotamia , 


© loſt by Heliogabalis. And had Succeſs in Mau- 


| Titania, Hlyria, and Armenia, by the Conduct 
of his Generals. After which going to the 

German Wars, was ſlain by ſome of his Soul- 
dierss The Lawyer Ulpianws, the Diſciple of 
| Papinianus, was much favoured by him ; and 


E in his time in the ſame Science flouriſhed Pau- 


lus, Pomponizs, and Modeſtinns. 

Maximinus (ucceeded Alexander, who with 
his whole Power, compoſed of not only Ro- 
ans, but alſo of Moors, Oſdroennians, and Par- 
thians, whom Alexander had in his Army,went 
againſt the Germans, and having laid a great 
part of the Country wait, burnt the Cities , 
and deſtroyed great numbers of Men, he en- 
riched his Souldiers. Having reduced Germany, 
he came to Syrmium, and deſigned to invade 
the Sarmates. Nor did his Reſolutions of Con- 
quelt terminate there, purpoſing to extend the 

G Roman 
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Roman Empire as far as the Ocean, over al 
thoſe Nations which lay to the North of Es 
rope. But the Army being diſgnſted at. hi 
Cruelties, choſe Gordianw Emperour , which byr 
Choice the Senate confirmed, hating Maxim WM of 
»«, and declared him Enemy to Rowe. Bu x 
he reſolving to Revenge this, having harangu'l of 
his Army, marched for Rowe : Upon Infor th 
mation of which the Senate declare PrpienuM in 
and Balbinus Emperours, and deliver the Con-W th 
du& of the War againſt Maximinus to Pupienu, F ar 
But the Souldiers killed both him and his Son, ® D 
as they were repoſing in their Tents under the w 
Walls of Aquilia, which he then beſieged. | h 
Aﬀer which, Papienws and Balbinw being Þ th 
flain ewo Years after their Election, by a Tu Þ c 
mule of the Souldiers, the Government ws i 1, 
devolv'd to Young Gordianw. Who in the 
Fourth Year of his Reign, by Myſia and Thrac 
pailed into 4/7a againſt the Perſians, and in 
thoſe Parts having ſubdued the Enemies of Þ 
Rome, he paſſed by Syria to Antioch, which 
was then in poſſeſſion of the Perſians : But by 
frequent Batcles with Succeſs, he obliged Sx- E 
pores and the Perſians to retire within the Bounds | 
; of their own Country,who a little before were | 
Formidable even to Traly ic ſelf. In the Sixth 
Year of his Empire, he was ſlain by the Con- 
trivance and Treachery of Phzlip, Prefect of | 
the Prztorian Cohorts, in a Tumule he had | 
raiſed for that purpoſe. | | 
The ſame was the. end of Ph;ljp, -who ſent 
his Generals with an Army of Rowans _ 
theic 
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their Allies againſt the Scythians, who inva- 
ded the Empire. 

Decius being choſen his Succeſſor by the 7- 
hrian Army, the Senate afterwards allowing 
of the Choice, firſt ſtifled the Commotions in 


| France, and then having commended the care 


of the Common-Wealth to the Senate, with 


# their conſent he and his Son his Companion 


in the Empire, went on an Expedition againſt 
the Scythians; who by Land and Sea, in Thrace 
and other Parts of the Empire committed great 
Davaſtations and Plunders ; and having often 
worſted the Enemy in ſeveral Battles, and now 


| hedg'd them inco a narrow place, whence 
# they could not eſcape him, had obtained a 
| compleat and entire Victory over them, if Gal- 


lus Hcſtilianus, Governour of the Lower Myſia, 
had not diſcovered his Deſigns to the Foe, by 


| which means it happened that both the Father 


and Son, betrayed by the Treaſon of Gallus, 


E were ſlain by an Ambuſcade, after the Battle 
| began. 


Gallus was by one Legion, and the remain- 


: ing part of the Roman Troops declared Em- 
| perour, and made a very diſhonourable and 


ignominious Peace with the Scythbians, promi- 
ſing them a Yearly Tribute ; a thing till that 
time unheard of, and much below che Dig- 


| nity and Grandeur of the Rowan Name. Which 


gave ſuch heart to the Scythians, that breaking 
the Peace, they ravaged Dardania, Thrace , 
Theſſaly, and Macedon ; nor content with this, 
they burne ſeyeral Cities in Aſia. Encouraged 
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by the Example of the Scythians, ſeveral other 
Nations diſcovered themlielves Enemies to the 
Romans, and many others rebelled. The Pa 
thians entred Syria, and took Armenia, driving 


the King Thridates out of the Country. PT: 

The Scyrhians were grown to that Infolence ſt * 
that they threatned I:aly ir ſelf, and gave caulk 1. 
to imagine thart they would perform great v1 
matters, if «/Z&m1ilianus, the Governour of Myſuſ the

was a Man of a Noble Family, which when 
the Souldiers of e/Amylianus underſtood, they 
ſl2w their Emperour, to avoid the engaging 
in new Troubles, and wenr over to #aleria- 
mus. e/Emylianus when he waz choſen Empe- 
rour, fznt word in his Letters to the Senate , 
that he would deliver Thrace and Meſopotamia, 
and all the Frontiers of the Roman Empire 
from Enemies, and recover the Armenid's. 

Valerianus being gone againſt the Perſians , 
by the fault of one of his Commanders, was 
taken by Sapores King of Perſia, who could 
not be prevailed with by his Neighbouring 
Princes, and the Confederate Nations, to (gt 
his Priſoner ar Liberty, they urging that the 
Romans always grew the more Obſtinate and 
Viorious by being overcome. 

Valerianus being thus made Priſoner, his Son 
Gallienus facceeded him.z who wholly negle- 
&ing the Government, gave himſelf over to 
Pleaſure and Luſt, which bred that general 
Contempt of him, that moſt of the Armies 
ſet up Emperours of their own in their ſeve- 
ral Provinces; that is, in France, Spain, the 
Pannonia's, Illyria, eAgypt, Africa, and other 
places; though moſt of them were in time 
bee; G 3 deſtroy ed. 
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deſtroyed by Diſcords and Wars among them u 
ſelves. th 

In his Reign the Goths poſſeſs themſelves offi w 
Thrace, ravage Macedon, and beliege Theſſalſ W 
mica: And the Scythians invade Bithyuia, Cap 1N 
Padocia, and 4/ia. And from the Euxine Seiji 16 
failing up the Danube, attempted the Roma W 
Colonies. But Gallienus was of ſo ſupine and Ns 


negligent a Nature, that he always returned i th 
ridiculous and ſighting Anſwer to thoſe tha b: 
informed him of the Revolt of Provinces, and} Þ: 
the Ruins of the Empire, as if the Common: 

Wealth and his Dignity were not at all dimifW 
niſhed by them. Wherefore being contemnedfſ8® 7 
both at home and abroad for the Sordidnehſ © 
of his Lif:, he created not a few Enemies toſs ® 
the Common- Wealth. The Scyrbians and Goth, 2 
and with chem a great many other Nation E 
entred into a Confederacy to deſtroy the Rs if 
man Empire wich an Army of Three Hun-Þ 
dred Thouſand Men, of which Number their c 
Forces at that time conſiſted : But all cheſs ©" 
were deſtroyed by Flavius Claudius, who, Gal 
lienas being ſlain, was made Emperour, a Man | 
of els Courage, and worthy of a longer # 
Lite. Z 
Aurelianus {ucceeded Claudins, having ſigna- 
lized his Valour in the Reign of Claudius in Þ 
ſeveral places. He carried on the War in b- F 
fubria, and againlt the Marcomanni, with a du- 
bious Fortune, and great difficulty in the be- 
ginning, though afterwards wich great Succels 
when the Senate by his Command had Ho 
B37 EE ure 
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fulted the Books of the Sybilir, and given by 
them a Religious Opinion of the War. After 
which returning to Rowe, he puniſhed ſome , 
who had endeavoured to raiſe Sedition there 
in his abſence : And then he began the War to 
| recover all the Provinces of the Eaſt, which 
were left to Zenobia, a Woman of extravrdi- 
# nary Courage and Bravery, who was her elf 
* the Inſtructor of her Children, by her Huſ- 
| band Odenatms; who in the Reign of Gallienus 
| had done many Noble Actions in thoſe Parts, 
But whereſoever Aurel;anus came the Ene- 
mies of the Romans were vanquiſhed, in 1yria, 
Thrace, and other places; and being at laſt 
entred the Enemies Country, he ſubdued it, 
after a dangerous and obſtinate Reſiſtance , 
and took the Queen, who confiding in the 
Force of the Perſians, and Auxiliary Armenians, 
fought ic out with a great deal of Courage. 
The chief City of this Country he had ſub- 
dued was Palmyra, which upon the Emperour's 
return to [aly rebelled, and flew the Gover- 
nour and Garriſon placed there by him. Who 
coming back thither again, took and deſtroyed

AﬀeBÞ 
which both he and Maximianm ſettling thei 


Companions in the Empire, abdicated the Go 
vernment z to Conſtantizs were given the Gal 


lia's, Britany, Spain, Italy, and Ajrica; and tf 


Galerins Illyria, Greece, and Aſia. * 


At this time Marcellus was Biſhop of Rom: 
who publiſhed a Decree that's ſtill extant, thaf 
it was not Lawful for the Biſhops of the Churd 
to call a Synod without the Authority of tha 
See; and that it was not Lawful for them to 
Condema any Biſhop, who had appealed to 
Rome. This Biſhop was of a ſmall and incon- 
ſiderable Fortune, as many of his Predecel-i 
ſors, when Maxentizs followed the Emperour. 
Therefore *tis eaſie to imagine, how probabk| 
*is, that he in theſe ſtraits, and hiding places, 
ſhould arrogate ſo much to himſelf, as to pub-Þ 


liſh ſuch Decrees. 

Conſtantins being dead at York, Galerins a- 
dopted Severxs and Maximinianir. In the mean 
while the Pretorian Cohorts ſalute Maxentiw 
Ceſar in Rome. Severus being ſlain, Maximt 
nianus took Licinixs for his Companion in tie 
Empire, 
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Empire. Among theſe there were great Dif . 
ſentions, which made the Noble Romans in- 
vite Conſtantine, the Son of Conſ#antins, who 
© was in Gallia, to come and deliver the City 
E from the Tyranny of Maxentins, Who pal- 
 fing into Traly with part of his Army, Enga- 
ging with Maxentizs, won the Day, and aiter 
i near Rome totally defcated his Army. After- 
{ wards he bad War with Licinizs, who being 
1 beaten by him, and grown odious to his Peo- 
# ple, was killed by them. Some tell us, that 
the cauſe of this War was, that Licinizs per- 
ſecuted, the Chriſtians wich a great deal of 
$ Cruelty, though Conſtantine had ofcen preſs'd 
# him to the contrary. 
FF For from the Reſurrection of Chriſt to this 
a Age, which was near Three Hundred Years, 
al the Chriſtians were pecſecuted in various man- 
a ners. For to omit what che Holy Scripture 
0 mentions of St. Srephen, St. Fames, St. Fobn , 
0 and St. Peter in Priſon, and delivered thence 
by an Angel: To lay nothing of St. Pau/,who 
-E from a ſevere Perſecutor of Chriſt, became a 
 grear Sufferer for him, refuſing no danger for 
= his ſake. The Roman Emperours impoſed 
>| great and terrible Torments upon them at ſe- 
"= veral times, particularly Nero, Domitian, Tra- 
| ane, Septimus Severus, Maximinus, Decius, Va- 
lerianus, Aurelianus, Dioclefian, and Maximinia- 
= rus. But Conſtantine coming to the Imperial 
'& Throne, and embracing the Chrifian Religion, 
'& wasthe Refuge and Security far the Chriſtians 


to fly to. 
And 
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And now began the Biſhops of Rowe to by 
in ſome ſafety, all of whom before weie 1. 
moſt put to Death, or Torments. There are 
reckoned from St. Peter, whom they will hay

To Alexander, the neni 
but one to him, is laid a Decree for the mix 
ing Water and Sale, and Conſecrating then 
to Purge the People, and drive away the Am 


buſcades of the' Devil. 


But I pray how different are theſe thing 
from the Majeſty of the Apoltles, and the 
- Writings of St. John thie Evangeliſt, who li 
ved almoſt to this time. 1 have only menti 
oned theſe two, that a judgment by them maj 


be made of the reſt which are of the ſame 
ſtamp, and cariy an apparent face of Ambi- 
tion. And as the Diſcourſe is unclean, ſo the 
thing it felt is wichour Salt, which Paul requires 
- In the Miniſters of the Church. 
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To this may be referred the Edi& of Con: 
fantine, which is inſerted into theſe Books , 
and which is the Foundation and Strength of 
their Power : For that Cauſe which is there 
alledged for this immenſe Liberality is falſe, 


| and can ſo be proved from Hiſtory. Bute 


granting this Emperour was fo very Prodigal, 
is probable he could not diſpoſe of this Righc 


| any further than his own Life, not having it 


in his power to deprive his Succeſſors of their 


© Right, who were furniſhed with an equal 
| Power, and were Guardians of the Common- 


Wealth as well as himſelf: For he chat dimi- 


| niſhes the Publick Revenues and Juriſdiftions 


of the Common-Wealth, cannot be juſtly cal- 


| Jed the Father of his Country. Nor can he 


prejudicate and award to each according to 


E his deſert. 


By the Command of Conftantine a Council 


| was ſummoned to meet at Nicea, a City of 
E Bithynia, where it met in a very great Num- 
ber, and condemned the Opinion of Arrius , 
{ which was, that Chriſt was nor the ſame ſub- 


{tance with the Father. 

Biſhops came to this Council, not only from 
Europe and 4ſia, but trom e£gypt and Libya. 
By this Council *twas decreed, that eEgypr , 
Libya, and Pentapelzs, ſhould reſerve their old 
Cuttom ; to wir, that they be all ſubject to the 
Biſhop of Alexandria, ſince the Reman Biſhop 
alſo uſed and retained this Method. Alſo that, 
Antioch, and other Churches ithould each keep 
their ſoveral Priviledges.

He left three Sons, Conſtantine, Conffantius, 
and Conſtans, among whom the Empire was 
divided : To Conſtantine fell part of the Alps, 
France, the Low Countries, Spain, Britany, the 
Orcades, Ireland, and Thule. "To Conſtans, Italy, 
Africa, and the Iſlands Ithris, Macedon, Achaia, 
Peloponmeſus, and Greece. To Conſtantius, Aſia 
and Thrace. Conſtantine not content with this 
Diviſion, invaded the Dominion of his Bro- 
ther Conſfans ; and being now come to Aquileia, 
coming to a Battle with the Forces of Conſtans, 
his Army being loſt, himſelf was ſlain. Cor- 
ftans, who in the mean while was engaged 
in the War againſt the Getes and Sarmates in 
Dacia, after this Victory I have mentioned 
came into Italy, and getting over the Alps, 
paſſed into France, and two years after the 
Death of his Brother had the whole ſurrendred 
to him, but was ſoon after killed by the per-

have ſaid, General in 4/7, from abuſing tha 
Power committed to his charge,he command 
him to be put to Death. Afﬀeer which he 
turned to 4fia to finiſh the Perſian War, which 
he was fain to delay a while by the Comms 
tions cauſed by Magnentins. But becauſe z 
this time the Germans made Incurſions into th 
Provinces of France, and plundered and & 
ſtroyed the Country, he adopted Fuliar th 
Brother of Gallzs, and committed to him th 
Government and Defence of thoſe Countries. 

Fulian fighting ſeveral Battles wich Succek 
drove the Enemy beyond the Rhine ; he tad 
a great many Priſoners, and freed no {eb 1 
number of Roman Souldiers that had formery 
been taken, and near Srr.2-burg almoſt entire 
cut off the Enemy's whole Forces. Whid 
made the Souldiers ſalute him not only Cz{a, 
buc Auguſtus, and was then crowned with: 
Diadem, though, as he pretended, againſt hi 
Will; for writing to Conftantizs,he endeavourt 
to divert the Guilt of the Fact from himſcll 
But Conſtantizs extreamly reſenting the Info 
lence, deſiſted from his Perfan Expedition, 
and by gentle and obliging means endeayouring 
(0 
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to keep the, N<3ghbouring Nations to the Du- 

ties, he.begag his Journey towards Europe, to 

reduce Fulan to his Duty ; but betore he' had 

got out of  4/ia, being taken with a Fever, he 

dyed,..naming Fulian tor his Succeſlor. | 
During ;the Reign of Fulian, the Enemies 


of the Rowan Empire kept. themſelves wichiqn 


the Bounds of..cheir own Countries, none da- 
ring on any fide co. cauſe any Diſturbance. 
Whilſt going. againſt the Perſians waſted Coun- 
try of Afjriaz, and came as far as the City 
Creſiphon, having pur che Army, of the EnemP 
to flight; but at laſt-retreating with his Av- 
.my, he was fallen upon in'the Rear by the 
rallied Foe, in which .Engagement receiving 
a Wound, he preſently after dyed, an Enemy 
to the Name of Chrilt. ' : 

The Army having thus loſt .their Leader, 
being reduced to great ſtraits, chooſe Fovinian 
Emperqur, *. At this time. lived Falins, Biſhop 
.of Rome, the firſt 'of that Name, whole 'Let- 
ters to. che Oriental Biſhops, are extant, , in 
- which he more than once inſiſts upon che pre- 
.heminence of his See, and that he alone,. be- 
Ing the chief Biſhop. by the figgular Priviledge 
and Diyine Decree,, has, the: Lawful Aucho- 
.Tity of calling General Councils. One would 
. wonder wich what: confidence, be could write 
. at that.care, when before him Conſtantine. had 
ſummogney chat of Nice, and a Hundred Years 
aſter, ©g-Emperour Martian, that of Cha{gedon. 
He allq pretends, that he: aloae,. as Biſhap.of 
_that;Ciry, has the Righc of Judging of. the 
P22 ee '; Cauſes 
#9:01260 | 
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Cauſes of Biſhops, and other great Aﬀairs'| 
the Church. But the Biſhops that were me 
at Antioch could not bear this his Arrogance, 
but ſent him a bold Anſwer, That he © 
not to annul the Decrees made by them, ba 
that, ſince chey were of the ſame Degree and 
Dignity in the Church, as himſelf ; tor fron 
thence the Goſpel of Chriſt firft fpread itſel 
into the World, and at laſt came to Row. 
That if he perſiſted, and ſhould make aty 
new Decrees, that they ſhould not obey him, 

or have any Communication with him, bu 
eake ſuch Meaſures as the buſineſs required. 

In another Synod of that City, much mor 
numerous, and before this, amorig-other thing 
they Decree what is the Duty of a Biſhop, 
what of a Metropolitan ; if at any time mat- 
ters of any greater conſequence ſhould come 
into Debate, for they Order, that "if the Bj 
ſhops diſagree, the Metropolican ſhall from the 
next Province procure ſome Judges to aflift 
him in the deciding the matter. - But if any 

Biſhop be condemned by them by a general 
Vote, for any Crime, that it ſhall not be in 
the Power of -any other to retca&t it, They 
alſo Decree, That the Biſhop ſhall faichfally 
diſpence and beſtow the Sacred Goods for the 
uſe of che Poor; and that he himſelf, if there 
be a neceflity for ir, take out of them what 
will ſuffice him to ſubſiſt on, ſince St. Paul ſays, 
we ought tobecontent with Food and Cloatty, 

'Bur if the Biſhop ſhould divert thoſe Goods to 

-the private Advantage of himſelf, -or his Reb 
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lations, and commic the management of them 
to his Kindred, That the Iccegularity be reRi- 
fied by a Synod. LL 

The Enemy prefling upon him, Fovinianas 
made a diſhonourable and ignominious Peace. 
For he not only agreed to Surrender the five 
Provinces Galerizs took beyond the River Ti- 
gr%, and part of Meſopotamia ; but alſo obliged 
himſelf not co affiſt the King of Armenia, an 
Allie and Friend of Rowe. But recurning wich 
his Army homewards, he dyed in Bichynra. 

The Army immediately choſe Valentinian. 
Emperour, who after he arrived at Con/fants- 
nople, made his Brother YVaſens his Partner in 
the Empire, and committing thoſe Countries 
to his charge, went againſt the Germans, and 
{ubdued the Saxons near the Ocean. He is ſaid 
to have dyed in France with Anger. At which 
time his Brother Yalens was in 4fia, to put a 
ſtop to the Progreſs of the Perſian Army, who 
breaking the Peace, were deſtroying Armenia, 
and renewing the War againſt the Empire ; 
but returning from thence into Europe to op- 
poſe the Hunns, or Tartars and Scythians, who 
invaded Parmnonia, Epirws, and Theſſaly, being 
worſted ina Battle againſt them,and wounded, 
he was conveyed into a Cottage, where he 
was burnt, the Enemy ſetting fire to it. 

There is extant an Edi of theſe rewo Em- 
perours, Valentinian and Yalens, commanding 
all luch as fled from the Service of their Coun- 


try and Employs, to the unadtive Life of Con- 


templation and a Monaſtery,ſhould be dragged 
H 2 our 
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out of their Retreats, and forced to ſerve x 
Souldiers againſt the Enemies, or loſe all the 
Benefics of Life, and their Endowments to be 
appropriated to the Uſe and Maintenance of 
ſuch as ventured their Lives in their Country' 
Szrvice. The Enemy after this having be- 
ſieged Conſtantinople, being bought off with 
Money by the Emperour, at laft raiſed th: 


Siege. Valentinian having ſubdued the Saxon, 


made his Son Gratianws his Companion in the 
Empire. 

| Wherefore upon the Death of his Father 
and Uncle, Gratian ſucceeded both. And 


when the Common-Wealth was ſhook with 
Commotion and Diſturbances on every ſide, h - 
Gratian choſe Theodoſirus , an excellent Com: 


mander, and ſent him into the Eaſt.. He beat 
the Hunns, and drove the Goths out of the 
Confines of Thrace. Aﬀer which Gratzian by 
the Treaſon of one Maximzs, one of his Con 
manders, was ſlain in France.  Auſonins, ſome 
of whoſe Poems are ſtill extant, was his Mz 


ſter, and by him promoted to the Conſulſhip. 
His Son Yalentinian was ſlain by a like Tres 


ſon of Arbogaſtes, one of his Friends. 

But the Traytors eſcaped not without their 
juſt Puniſhment, both of them being deſtroyed 
by the Emperour Theodofius. Maximus being 


taken at Aquileia, was put to Death ; and 4r FF 


begaftes killed himſelf. 


Theodojins having thus deſtroyed the two 


Ulſurpers and Tyrants, made his-Sons, Arct- 
. fie and Honorizs, his Companions in the Em- 
| _ pars; 
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pire: And becauſe they were as yet but young” 
he conſticuted two Guardians over them ; Ruf- 
finm over Arcadins, and Stillico over Honorins, 
and not long after dyed. By his Command 
there was a Synod held at Conrffantimople, in 
which was condemned the Opinion of Mace- 
donins, who denyed the Divinicy of the Holy 
Ghoſt. Thoſe Fathers that m=r there, to the 


| number of an Hundred and Fitry, ordained 


Biſhops there as well as at Antioch, which the 
Synod calls a true and more Ancience Catho- 
lick Church. And Hieraſalem, which it calls 
the Mother of all Churches. And theſe cyeir 
Decrees they diret to Damaſus Biſhop of 
Rome, who had endeavoured to get them to 


. that City. 


St. Hierom in his Youth was intimate witch 
Damaſus. This Remarkable Saying was his, 
'Thac the Prieſthood was of equal Merit to a 
Biſhop, of what place ſoever, either of Rome, 
Eugubium, Conftantineple, Rhegium, Alexandria, 
or any place elſe. 2} 

Theodoſius was a Man, as Hiſtory aſſures us, 
of great Piecy, and received with a great deal 
of Patience, the Reprehenſion and Oppoſi- 
tion of St. Ambroſe, Biſhop of Milan, when 
he denyed him entrance into the Church. 

Arcadins Reigned in Conſtaritinople, and Ho- 
1noris at Rome. But Raffnus the Tutbrof the 
firſt ſolliciced the King of the Gorhs to Invade 
the Emperour, hoping by that means co gain 
the Empire for himſelf. But the defigned 
Treaſon being diſcoyered, he was cut to pieces 
by the Souldiers. bt 2 Innocent

Innocent the firſt Roman Biſhop of that Name, 
Excommunicated Arcadias, as we find it in 
the Pontifical Law , becauſe he conſented to 
the Banithment of St. Fobn Chry/otom from his 
Church. At this time alſo flouriſhed St. Auftin 
Biſhop of Hippo, who was preſent at the Third 
and Fourth Councils of Carthage, in which 
*rwas decreed, That no Biſhop ſhould have his 
Reſidence far from his Church :. And that he 
ſhould not have a Pompous Equipage, but a 
plain and homely Furniture and Table, and 
raiſe themſclves Authority by their Faith and 
Integrity of Life. That they ſhould uſe the 
Revenues of the Church, as things lent, not 
as a Propriety. Innocent alſo wrote to $&, 
Auſtin, and Aureliss Biſhop of Carthage, and 
exhorting them to mutual Prayers and Suppli- 
cations, calls them Brothers, and fellow Prieſts, 
| mgm ſucceeded Innocent, who praiſing the 

ecrees of the Fathers, and of Antiquity, 
ſays, That it is not Lawful ſo much as for the 
Roman See, as they call it, to change, or eſta; 


bliſh any thing contrary to them. He alſo- 


condemns the Cuſtom of his Time, when il: 
literate Fellows aſpired to the Sacerdotal De- 
gree. 
Boniface the Firſt ſucceeded Zozimas. At 
this time was the Sixth Council of Carthage, 
which was very numerous, where alſo was 
St. Auſtin. Whither Boniface ſent his Legates 
to inform them, that the Council of Nice had 
adjudged the Right of taking Cognizance of 


all Provinces to the Church of Rome : And | 


therefore 
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therefore. deſired the Fathers there aſſembled x 
eo Decree and confirm che ſame. They re- 
eurned for Anſwer, That they were not ſen- 
ſible chat the Council of Nice had decreed any 
fuch ching ; howerer to ſcarch throughly into 
the eruth of the matter, that they might pro- 
ceed upon certain grounds, they agreed to 
ſend to the Churches of Alexandria and Cor- 
ffantinople for a true and faichful Copy of that 
Council; which when ir arrived, diſcovered 
that the quice contrary was decreed ; that is, 
that every Province ſhould Judge of ics own 
cauſe,and Appeal from the Biſhops to the Na» 
tional Synod, and from thence to a General 


| Council. At this time Cyrilus was Biſhop of 


Alexandria, Boniface dyed before the Copy 
arrived at Carthage, but his Succeſſor Czleſfti- 
n45 urging the r 4A Point, received an Aqn- 
{wer according to the form of the Decree. 

After the Death of Arcadius, his Son Theo- 


defius the Second ſucceeded him; in whoſe 


Reign, and at whoſe Command was held the 


Council of Epheſus: In which Neſtorius was 


condemned, for denying that Chriſt was born 
God of the Virgin Mary. At .this time St. 
Auſtin dyed. In Laly Stillico, the Tutor of 
Henorius, imitated the Treaſon of Ruffinus ; 


far having allotted the Gorbs a Habitation in

The Goths, who by the conſent of the Em- 
perour Honorizs were poſſeſſed of Aquitania , 
unſatisfied with their Bounds,invaded and rifled 
their Neighbours, and beſieged  Narbov. But 
Litorizs being ſent to'the Relief of the City, 
raiſed the Siege, and having put in Proviſions, 
he at firſt fought the Enemy with Succeſs, bue 
afterwards having loſt moſt part of his Army 
inthe Battle, was himſelt taken Priſoner.- 
Which 'Overthrow was ſo great, that the Ro-. 
”ans were obliged to ſue for Peace. And Ger- 
ſeriemss King of the Vandals in Africa, breaking 
che Peace, as T have ſaid, he made with the 
Romans, takes Carthage by ſurprize, and com: ' 
mits'a' great many'ctuelties there. - This City' 
had®now been Five Hundred, Fourſcore and: 
Five Years in the hands of the Romans. 
-- Having taker Carthage, he paſſed over into 
us made that Iſland tafte ſeverely of 
his Cruelty.

Attila, who nevertheleſs ventured on, and in Þ det 
the Fields of Campania came to a Battle, in | p):

being beaten, thought to kill himſelf, that he  C 
might not be taken by the Enemy alive. But Ft ar 
when the Son of Theodoric retired home with & th 
his Forces by the Advice of etixs to ſucceed 


his 
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Mis Father, Attila getting by that time to rally 
WEhis ſcattered Troops, retreated to Pannonia, 

here having recruited his Army with new 
Forces, full of Indignation entred 7aly. Aﬀer 
a cloſe Siege takes, plunders, and burns Aqui- 
lia ; after which he takes Concordia, Patavia, 
Vincentia, Verona, Brixia, Bergoma, Milan, and 
Pepia. And afterwards carrying Deſtruction 
with him, he encamped at the confluence of 
the Mincius and the Po, Where conſidering 
whether he ſhould with his Army march for- 
ward to Rome, Leo, the firlt of that Name, Bi- 
ſhop of that City, came to him, and ſo broughe 
his buſineſs abouc, that he prevailed with him 
not only to quit all thoughts of going to Rome, 
but made him alſo reſolve to forſake Tat it 
ſelf, and return to Pannonis, where he dyed 
not long after. 

This is that Leo, many of whoſe Letters are 
extant to the Emperour Theodofrus the Second, 
and Martian. In which he partly excuſes his 
not coming to the Councils ſummoned by 
them, and deſires them not to be angry, that 
he only ſends his Legates thither ; and partly 
defires them that they would rather aflign a 
| place for the Council to meet in ah, than 
Aſia : But he was diſappointed in his Re- 
queſt. ; 

In this Tempeſt raiſed by 4:1i/a in Traly, the

City : The firſt of which was Paulus Ana 


ras, in the Six Hundred Seventy Ninth Yeaſſh 1, 
of Chriſt, Two Hundred and Fifty Two Yea Ch 
after the Foundation of the Ciry.

being after this flain, Genſericus with a Prob _ 
gious Army, increaſed by the accefſion of tie - |

almoſt entirely deſerted by its Inhabitants, kW 
takes; and bzing prevailed with by Leo, who , 
as I have ſaid, appeaſed the Fury of Artila, oy 
ſt it not on fire, nor put the remaining par 
of the Citizens to the Sword : But having plu 
dered the City,a great number of Captives wer 
tranſported to Carthage. The Enemies aft 
this commit greac Slaughters and Depredatidn 
in Campania, deſtroying Capua, Nola, Nap 
and other Cities, they put thoſe who ſurvive 
the fury of the Sword inco Chains ; and being 
now made Rich with the Spoils of Italy, the 
recurn to Africa. 

Martian the Emperour of the Eaſt, being 
Man that loved noc Diſturbance, continued in 
Peace, uſing to ſay, that ir was not worthy 1 
Prince to have recourſe to Arms as long as i 
was in his power to live in Peace. In hi 
Reign wasthe great Council of Chakedon,where 
Eutyche 


Lit 
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Eutyghes, confounding the two Natares of 
Chrift, was condemned. There it was de- 
creed, that no Prieſt ſhould have two Bene- 
fices. In thoſe Times Pluralities were un- 
known, which Cuſtom has now made fo fa- 
miliar to us, that there is nothing more com- 
mon. And it was not long before our days 
that this among other Errors ſtole in upon the 
Church, for the Pope to beſtow ewo Biſhop- 
ricks on one Man. But if he would reſtore 
the Cuſtom that was obſerved in the Ages be- 
fore this laſt in this Poijat, he would do his 
Duty : . But ſince he will not do that, can we 
imagine he will ever permit Affairs to be re- 
gulated by the Rule of the Goſpel, and the 
Apoſtles and Primitive Times ? But they loſe 
their Labour indeed, chat chink to meaſure 
the Ads of the Popes by the Method of An- 
cient Religion, 

Aﬀer a Reign of Seven Years Martian dies, 
and Leo ſucceeds him. Afﬀeer the departure of 
Genſericus for Africa, and the Death of Valen- 
tinian, Acitus ſucceeded in the Weſtern Em- 
pire, which was ſucceflively poſſeiſed by Ma- 
Joranus, Severus, Anthemins, and after them by 
ſeveral others of little or no Reputation in the 
World ; who by mutual Quarrels and Strata- 
gems deſtroyed one another, none of them 
enjoying a Reign of any long duration ; fo thac 
the Weltern parc of the Roman Empire was in 
a very diſtracted and miſerable condition, 


There 
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There is nothing of any conſequence mg 
tioned of Leo, only that he entred into a Pex 
and Alliance with the Goths, who had invady 
Thris. To this Emperour are extant two 
three Letters from Leo Biſhop of Rome. 
Tauricus ſucceeded him. Among others th; 
Reigned at Rome after Valentinian, was 4 
falus, in whoſe time Odoacer with a great hr 
my of Heruli and Sciri from Pannonia invade 
Italy, and took and killed Oreftes a Noblemy 
of Rome, who with his Army had retreat Th 
to Papia, which he alſo took, plunder'd, aniffff Ro: 
burnc ; and marching on, made himſelf Mz he 
ſter of all the Country betwixt that and Remjiſl of 
Auguſtalms deſpairing of his Afﬀairs, volunts «3 
rily reſigned the Empire ; Odoacer entring the 
City, gained the Kingdom of Iraly, and reigned} 7 
Fourteen Years without any Oppoſition. Buſt _.

of the Oftrogoths being ſent from Conſtantinou 10!

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try, retired to Ravenhia, where after a Siege 
of Three Years, being furrendred to the Ene- 
my, he was put to Death. 

Theodoricws, by the Death of Odoacer, being 
now Lord of Italy, came to Rome, where he 
ſummoned two Councils of the Biſhops of the 
ſeveral Provinces of Traly , to Examine the 
Cauſe of Symmachw Biſhop of Rome, who 
was rejected by a great many, as one unwor- 
thy of the Dignity, and choſe by foul Play. 
This Theodoricw, according to ſome of the 
Romaniſt Writers, was an Arrian: But it was 
he who was Sirnamed Yeronen/ſis, the Relation 
of that Theodoric that was ſlain in the Battle 
againſt Arrila King of the Hunns. Odoacer was 
of the Nation of the Rugii, a People of Ger- 
many upon the Baltick Sea. 

Theodoric to ſtrengthen himſelf, engaged the 
Kings of the YVandals,and the Burgundians to his 
Intereſt by Marriage. Whilſt Aﬀairs went 
thus in 1aly, there were great Revolutions in 
Thrace, Africa, and Britany, in which laſt the 
Saxons at laſt prevailed. 

Zeno being dead, Anaſtaſins ſucceeded him 
in the Empire of Conſtantinople, who favoured 
ſome that were infeted with 'the Opinion of 
Eutyches ; which occaſioned a Difference be- 
ewixt him and Gelaſizs Biſhop of Rowe, who 
in ſeveral long Letters, diſlwaded him ( as 
their Books aſſure us) that he ſhould not eſpoule_ 
the Protection of them. For there were two 
things by which this World was governed, the 
Pomtifical Authority, and the Regal Power. 
Pur 
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But that the Charge and Duty of the Pris 
hood was ſo much the. greater, and more by 
denſom, becauſe they were to anſwer for mar 
than chemſelyes in the next World at the Ti 
bunal of God. That it was true he was % 
pream of the Civil Power, but that he » 
ſubje& to the Sacred Miniſtry, and depend: 
upon their Judgment or Deciſion. And ſing 
it was fit the Prieſthood ſhould obey the Ci 
Laws, chat he therefore ought not to ref, 
ſubmiſſion to what the Prelates decregdi 
Sacred and Divine Matters. And ſince th 
Honour ought to be paid to all the Miniſts 
' of the Church, that it was a neceſſary a 
ſequence, that there ſhould be no leſs a & 
ference to him, whom God by his own War 
and afterwards the conſent of che Church, hi 
made Supream of the whole Order of ti 
Prieſthood. He therefore adviſed him rath: 
to yield to him as a Suppliant in chis Worll 
than to experience him an Accuſer in tk 
next. To which is annexed his Decree abai 
the Holy Scripture : In which he gives th 
firſt place to the Roman See, the next to thu 
-of Akxandria, and the third to Antioch. | 
the Reign of Anaſtaſius there were ſome Riſing 
in Czkcia, which were ſoon ſuppreſſed by 
king off che Head of the Factions. At th 
fame time the Hunns pillaged and deſtroyc 
Armenia and Cappadocia, and the Gete Maceus 
* Theſſaly, and Epirus, both which the Emp! 
rour was fain to buy off with great Preſen'

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About this time, that is, the Year of Grace 
Five Hundred, Clodoverns King of the French, 
caſtipg off che Idolatrous Superſtition, embra- 
ced the Chriſtian Religion, after he had been 
long follicited to it by his Wife, who was of 
the Houſe of Burgundy. There is extanc the 
Synod of Orleance, compoſed of Thirty French 
Biſhops, in which it was decreed, That if 4 
Man that had committed a Rape, fled into the 
Church, ſhould not be put to Death, though he bad 
forced the Virgin, but that be ſliould become 8 
| —_ or redeem himſelf of the Maid he bad in- 

ured. 

F Anaſtaſins was ſlain by a Thunder-bolt, or, 
according to the 7s Pontificium, by the burlt- 
ing of his Bowels out; and Fufin ſucceeded 
him, a Man, as Writers aſſure us, of a very 
mean ExtraR, and who had once been a Cow- 
keeper, which Employ he forſook for a Souls 
dier's Life, This Emperour had ſome Ditfte- 
rences about Religion wich Theodoric King of 
the Gorbs, and Lord of Ttaly; but they pros 
ceeded not fo far, as jo break ont into a War, 
Alarics, the Grandſon of Theodoric, ſucoegded 
him with the general Satisfaction and Applauſe 
of all the Gorhs. 

In this time was Fob, the firſt of that Name, 
Biſhop of Rowe, who was ſent Ambaſſador by 
Theodoric to Conſtantinople z where, as their 
Books inform_.us, he was received with a great 
deal of Honour, both by the People and Em- 


perour. For they were not a little over-joyed, .. 


as they Phraſe ic, to ſee the Succeflar of St, 
I Peter 
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Peter now at laſt come to Greece ; which Hap 
pinels they had never had ſince the time 
Conſtantine the Gieat, and Sylvefter : Though 
'tis ſomething ſtrange they ſhould mentia 
Sytvefter, ſince *tis certain he never went into 
Greece ; ſince when his Preſence was moſt re 
quired there in the Council of Nice, he itirred 
not from Rome, but ſent his Legates Vi&or and 
Vincentins, and afterwards held a Synod in 
Rome (as they ſay) in which he confirmed 
the Decrees of that Council. There is alk 
extant a Conſolatory Epiſtle of this Fobn the 
Firſt to the Biſhops of Taly, in which he ad 
moniſhes them to mind their Charge with 
Courage, though Theodoric , corrupted with 
the Arrian Herelie, threatned Deſtruction to 
them and all Tal. 

Aﬀer Fuſtin ſucceeded his Siſter's Son J« 
ftinian. This Emperour began to think of e- 
viving the Power of the Empire, and at firſt 
made Beliſarizs the Generaliffimo of all his 
Forces, and ſole Miniiter of State: Who in 
many great Battles overcame the Per/ians,who 
made inroads into the Bounds of the Roman 
Empire, freed Ilyria from the Devaſtation 
and Incuifions of the Gep:dz and Bulgarian. 
Obliged the Parthians to a Peace. Deſtroys 
the great Forces of the Vandals in Africa, takes 
their King, and” recovers Carthage. From 
whence pailing into Sicily, he received there 
the News of the Revolt in Africa; upon which 
rerurning thither again, he reduced them to 
their Duty. Coming at laſt into Tat, he took 
| Naples, 
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Naples, and plunder it, and beat the Gorbs, 
whoſe King: then was Theodatas. Afterwards 
coming to Rome, he was received by all wich 
a great deal of Love and Honour. Departing 
from whence, he takes a great many Towns, 
among the reſt Peruſia, where Engaging with 
Vitiges King of the Goths, he bear his Army, 
and took himſelf, and carried him to Conftar- 
tinople. The Goths having recruited their For- 
ces in Piedmont, chooſe for their King Hilde- 
brandis; after him and two more, Toti/zs ſuc- 
ceeded, who in the abſence of Bel:{arizs ra- 
vaging all {aly, beſieges, takes, plunders, and 
burns Rowe. This made the Emperour recal 
him from the Perſian War, who again were 
fallen in upon Syria, and ſent him into Taly 
where being arrived, he repleniſhes the City, 
being almoſt deſerted by che Inhabicants; af- 
ter which coming to a Battle with the Ene- 
my, he gained the Victory; and then failing 
into Szcily to make Stores of Proviſions, was 
by F«ſtinian commanded home. Which made 
Totilas return to Rome, having recruited his 
Army. The Emperour ſends Narſes the Eu- 
nuch General of the Talia» War, who drove 
the Goths entirely out of Iraly, which was the 
eaſier effe&ted by the Death of their King Te- 
tilas, by a Wound he received. This Gothick 
War laſted Eighteen Years. Fuſtinian having 
recovered Italy and Africa, and made Faſtin 
his Grandſon by his Daughter, his Companion 
in the Empire, finiſhed his Reign by Death, 
Some Authors have = that this Prince was

beginning of chis Code, or body of Civil Law, 
there is a Letter from Fuſtinian to Fohn Arch- 
Biſhop of Rome, in which he calls him the 
Head of all Churches, and ſubjedts all to him. 
Which Letter, though ſome learned Men are 
of Opinion that this is a forged Letter, yet 
granting it real, it is certain this Controverſie 
continued for ſeveral Years after, till the Bi- 
ſhops of Rome increafing their Wealth, car- 
ried the day, and with the Poſleſlions of the 
Church eſtablithing their Preheminence, boaſt 
that to be of Divine Ordination, which was 
buik up by the Hands of Men, and the Fa- 
your of Princes. 

I have already mentioned the fraudulent 
Pretences of the Popes Boniface and Czletinns, 
which were diſcovered by the ſixth Council 
of Carthage in the time of St. Auſtin; by which 
they would have perlwaded them, that the 
Council of Nice had Ordained that all -the 
World ſhould Appeal to them. Bur in the 
time of F«ſtinian, Boniface the Second was Bi- 
ſhop of Rome : There is an Epiſtle of his ex- 
tant, in which he very much accuſes Aurelias, 
who was Biſhop of Carthage in the time of 
that Council, and ſays, that he and his Com- 
panions, by the Inſtigation of the Devil, had 
oppoſed the Roman Church 5 and gives God 
Thanks, that Eulalias, the then Biſhop of Car- 
thage , and the Succeſſor of Aurelizs, was 
returned to the Amity of the Church of Rowe. 
And then repeats the words of Eulalius, by 
which he condemns his Predeceſſors and Suc- 
I 3 ceſlors, 
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ceflors, that either have, or ſhall endeavour to 
weaken the Priviledges of the Holy Apefolis 
cal Roman Church. 

Agaperms, the next Pope but one to Boniface, 
depoſed Anthemius Patriarch of Conftantinople, 
for denying ewo Natures in Chriſt ; which 
was very much reſented by Theodora the Em- 


preſs, who required his Succeſſor Sylverizs, by 
Beliſarizs, to reſtore him : And when there FÞ 


came in other Accuſations againſt him, Beli- 
farizs depoſed and ſent him into Exile, putting 
Vigilins in his = who alſo being fummonet 
to Conſtantinople, refuſing to reitore Anthemim, 
was puniſhed in the ſame manner : Whence 
*tis apparent how ſubje& the Bilhops of Rome 
were at this time to the Emperours. 

Zuſtin the Second being Emperour, the Per. 
ſian War broke out afreſh, with whom his Ge- 
neral Archelam, after he had fought ſome Bat- 
tels wich ſucceſs, made Peace. "The Eunuch 
Narxſes, after he had driven the Gorhs our of 
Traly, had the Government Sixteen Years ; but 
being then recalled by the Letters of the Em- 
perour, in which finding no Satisfaction, but 
a great deal of Ingratitude, he not only dif- 
obeyed his Summons, but alſo rhought of a 
means of Reveng2: To which purpoſe he ſends 
to invite the Lombards, who were now Ma- 
ſters of Pannonia, to come into Italy, which 
he informed them was the moſt Beautiful and 
Fruitful Country of the World. Upon which 
they came, and poſleſſed themſelves of that 
part of {aly, which now bears their 
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This Fuſtin is ſaid to have inftituted the Ma- 
giſtrates called Exarchs, whoſe chief Reſidence 
was at Ravenna, negleting Rome : They were 
a kind of Vice-Roys of the Emperour, and 
appointed to each Town its ſeveral Governour. 
The Talian Authors pretend that this fort of 
Government was the Ruin of [aly. Nerſes 
dyed in Rome. 

Tiberins ſucceeded Fuſtin, who in his Life- 
time was made Czſar, and his Companion in 
the Empire. He fought two Battles againſt 
the Perſians with Succeſs,and made Peace with 
the Lombards, whoſe Dominion at that time 
reached from the Samnites to the Alps, excep- 
ting only the City of Rome, which after they 
had for ſome time prefs'd with a cloſe Siege , 
they were forced by the fall of a great deal of 
Rain, and a violege Tempeſt, to raile it, and 
march off. 

Mauritins the Son-in-law of Tiberizs being 
made Emperour, by his Generals worſted the 
Perſians in ſeveral Battles,and then made Peace 
wich chem, and recalling his Army, he drove 
the Scythians out of My/za, bridled the Lombards 
in Italy, and beat the Hunns out of Pannonia. 
Bur being grown odious to his Souldiers for 
his Covetouſneſs, was obliged to fly ro Chal- 
ceden, where he, his Wife, Children, and his 
whole Family was ſlain by Phocas a Centurion, 
who by the ſame Faction and. Tumulce was 
ſaluted Emperour. In the Reign of Mauri- 
7:as there was a Comet appeared for ſix Months 
together. Then alſo Mabomet was born, of

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whom I ſhall ſay more in the ſequel of this 
Hiſtory.

In the Reign of Phocas the Empire received Þ 
reac Loſſes from the Perſians, who over-iun | « 
Meſopotamia and Afſyria, and meeting wich no Þ 
Oppoſicion, paſſed on as far as 4fia; fo great 
was the remiſs Supinity of the Emperour. Þ 
Beſides Germany, France, Spain, and good part | 
of ltaly revolted ; and the Saracens invaded 
and ravaged e-£pypt : So that for his neglect 
of the Common-Wealth, and his Cruelty, he 
was killed, and Heraclizs ſucceeded him. AF 
ter which the Perſians through egypt invade 
Afriea, and win it; and the Scythians harrafled 
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At laſt Heraclize paſſed into Aſia, and when 
he could not obtain Peace of the Perſians by 
the moſt unequal terms he propoſed , and 
which were very diſhonourable to the Roman 
Name, he fought them much againſt his In- 
clinations, but beat rhem in one or two Battles. 
After which paſling the Tigrs, he deſtroy'd 
all the Perſian Country where-ever he came z 
bat at laſt entred into an Alliance with Siro- 
chus King of Perſia, who mounred the Throne 
by the Death of his own Father. Africs, eE- 
2ypt, and whatever the Perſians had taken from 
che Empire, was reſtored to him, and it was

* Heraclizs in theſe Wars, being by him defrau-

| the Perſians with Succeſs. 


"Mahomet was born of obſcure Parents, but 


! of a cunning and bold Nature; he in time en- 


riched himſelf by Marriage, and getting Au- 


{ thority by his Politick Devices, he ſet up a 


new Do&rine, very agreeable to the Senſes, 
but for the moſt part in its ſelf very ridiculous 
and fooliſh, by this means propoſing to gain 
the Minds of Men to himſelt, and fo the more 
firmly eſtabliſh his Kingdom. And though this 
Fire might in the beginning have been eaſfily 
extinguiſhed, yer being a little negleted, it 
foon grew to an immenſe greatneſs. a 

; in 
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from this time the Roman Empire in the Eaſt 
continually decreaſed,by the falling off of Pro- 
vinces and Nations. 

In the Reign of Heraclins was the Fourth 
Council of Toledo, where it was decreed that 
the Error of a great many of che Spaniſh Prieſts 
of ſaying the Lord's Prayer only on the Lord 
Day, ſhould be regulated. And that the Re- 
wvelations of St. Fobn ſhould be explained in the 
Church from Eaſter to Whitfontide. In this 
time the Goths reigned in Spain, whoſe Govern. 
ment (as all Foreign Power uſually is) being 
uncaſje to the Native Spaniards, they thought 
of ſome new Revolution. This Synod laid a 


great Penalty on any one that ſhould enter Þ 


intoany Conſpiracy againſt the Galzck Nation; 


and that at the Deach of the Kings, the No- Þ 
bility and Clergy of the whole Kingdom, in Þ 
a Publick Aſſembly ſhould chooſe a Succeſſor; Þ 
Which was repeated again in ſeveral of their Þ 
following Conventions. They alſo forbid 4/- F 
lelujab ro be ſung in the Churches in Lent, Þ 


ſince it was a Hebrew word, which ſignified 
Joy and Triumph, whereas that was a time of 
Sorrow and Grief. 

Conſtans the Son of Conſtantine, and Grand- 
ſon of Heraclins, ſucceeded him, who was ve- 
ry much worſted in a Sea-Engagement againſt 
the Saracens, who upon that took Rhodes, and 
would have made a farther Progrefs, if it had 
not been for Animoſities and Factions among 
themſelves, which made them conclude a 
Truce for two Years with the Romans. Having 
| got 
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got this breathing time, the Emperonr with 
his Army paſſed into Italy, on pretence, as he 
gave our, to free it from the Enemy ; but 
when he came to Tarentum, he took Luceria, 
and ſeveral other places of Apulia, which be- 
longed to the Lombards, and veſtroyed them. 
In his March to Naples, the Lombards routed 
the Rear of his Army.

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In the Reign of Leo the Saracens having wa- 
ſted Thrace, beſieged Conſtantinople for Three 
Years together both by Sea and Land, bur 
being almoſt all deſtroyed by the Plague, they 
were obliged to retire home. Leo was extream- 
ly enraged at Gregory the Second Biſhop of 


| Rome, and wrote to his Exarch todeſtroy him 
| by ſome means or other. The Lombards eſpou- 


ſed the Pope's Cauſe, and defended him, not 
for any Love they bore him, but by thoſe 


{ Diviſions to enlarge their own Dominions , 


which they effe&ed by taking a great many 


{ Towns that belonged to the Exarchate. There 
7 are ſome Epiſtles of this Gregory extant to the 
| Thuringians, in which he admoniſhes them 
# daily to increaſe in the Knowledge of God. 
And to the Saxons, earneſtly perſwading them

His Son Conſtantine the Fifth, Sirnamed Ce-

anaria from the Saracens, receiving an Exprels 


| of che Tumulr, and Choice of 'Artahaftas to 


the Empire, returned to Con/tantinple , takes 
the City, and puts out the Eyes of 4rtebaft rs.

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This Emperour as well as his Father had grey 
Differences with Gregory the Third, Biſhop of 
Rome, who ſending his Nuncio's, excommy. 
nicated him; and when his Meſſengers wer gj 
caſt into Priſon, he ſummoned a Council, iy 
which it was decreed, That whoſoever ſhouli 
hereafter demoliſh the Pictures and Images of © 
Saints, or ſo much as abuſe'them, ſhould k&Þ ;;, 
caſt out of the Boſom of the Church : Afr 
which he cauſed many Statues to be ere ar 
in the Churches, which he adorned with aff y 
the Magnificence he was able. _ 

Aﬀer Gregory the Third ſucceeded Zach 
from whom there is an Epiſtle extant to Baſt y 
face, a Biſhop in Germany ; the ſame, as is nf 
dent that was ſent thither by Gregory the &Þ th 
cond, as I have before related. He anſwal ,f 
the deſires of. Beniface, and grants that Mn G 
burgh, Bamberg, and Erphurdia be made Epi ye 
copal Sees. He alſo gives him leave to gouÞ nc 
Carlomannus, the Son of Charles Aaricl, wifi ww 
deſired to have a Synod meet in ſome Cirzyd}t { 
France : Exhorting him to be very Zzalous lh »; 
the Reformation of the Manners of the Chura 8 th 
particularly, that he ſhould degrade AdultÞW Þp 
rers and Polygamiſts from the Sacerdotal Or 5/ 
ders ; for ſince it was not Lawful for any on 
afcer he had taken Holy Orders, to have uſ8 fc 
do with one Wife, much leſs could it be Lav E 
ful for them to have Plurality of Wives. Fo þ 
that what St. Paul ſays of a Biſhop's having buſh n, 
one Wife, ought to be underſtood of the rind 7 
paſt, not preſent; that is, that he that defirefs 
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to be admitted into the Sacerdotal Order ſhould 
never have had but one Wite. To this Epiſtle 
is ſubjoyn'd the Edi&t of Carlowannas, who 
ſtiles himſelf Duke, or General of the French» 
in which he ordained that there ſhould be a 
Synod held every Year in his Preſence : And + 
Commands the Prieſts that were guilty of Who- 
ring and Adultery, ſhould be turned out of 
their Cures. He alſo forbid them Hunting - 
and Hawking, Commanding them to have no 
Woman at home in their Houſes ; but not a 
word of their Wives. 

. About this time Aiffolphvs demanded a 
Yearly Tribute of Rowe, threarning them 
with dire effeas of his Indignation, it they 
they failed of paying it. Stephen, tizzn Biſhop 
of Rome, when he could not appeaſe him with 


Gifts nor Supplications, ſent to Conſtantine, Em- 


perour of Conſtantinople tor help ; but finding 
none come from thence, ſent to Pepin, who 
was lately made King of France, as I thall pre- - 
ſently relate, to implore his Affiſtance : Who 
paſting into Ia/y, belieged Papia, and obliged 
the King of the Lowbards to Conditions of 
Peace. But vpon his return to France, Aifol- 
phus with greater Indignation renews the War 
againſt Rome ; but Pepin being again (ollicited 
for help, came into Traly, and at lait had the 
Exarchate ſurrendred by the Lombards into 
his hands, which conſiſted of theſ2 Cities of 
note, Ravenna, Ezvemiz, Cajena, Forum Liv, 
Forum Populi, Bononia, Rhegia, Parma, Pla- 
centia, All this Couniry was given by Pepin , 

_" as 
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as they report, to the Pope, though the Em- 
perour deſired he would reſtore it to him, as 


being a Member of the Empire, and not of Þ 


the Roman Church. 


Leo the Fourth ſucceeded his Father Con- Þ 
fantine,- who undertook one only Expedition 


into Syria, where being repulſed, he returned 


home, and ſoon after dyed, leaving his Son Þ 
Conſtantine the Sixth of his own Religion. But Þ 
when he was too Young to Govern, his Mo- Þ 
ther Irene was Regent of the Empire tor him: Þ 
But coming to Age, depoſed his Mother, and Þ 
began a cruel Reign, and when for that Rex Þ 
ſon there were ſeveral Conſpiracies formed Þ 
againſt him, among many others he puniſhed | 
his -Uncle Nicephoraus, and put out his Eyes: Þ 
And at la{t by the contrivance of his Mother 
he himſelf had his Eyes put out, and ſoon at- Þ 
ter dyed of Grief. Upon which the Govern- Þ 
ment came again into the hands of his Mo- 
ther Irexe 5 but being four Years after depoſed Þ 
and baniſhed, was ſucceeded by that Nicephs Þ 


rs I mentioned juſt now. 


Bur in the midſt of theſe Tumules of Con Þ 
fantinople, Charles Ring of France grew very Þ 


Famous. Who having ended the Aquitanick 
War, follicited by the entreaties of - Adrian 


Biſkop of Rome, marched into Italy with his Þ 
Army ; and as his Father Pepin had ſubdued F 
Aiſtulphus King of the Lombards, fo he, after F 


a long Siege, took Deſiderias, the Succeſſor of 
Aiſftulphus, who had made all ah, eſpecially 
Adrian, very weary of him; beat his Son 
Adalgi* 
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Adalgiſins out of his Kingdom, and drove him 


| entirely out of Traly. 


The Emperours being from the time of 


| Conſtantine ſo remote from Italy as Conſtanti- 
! nople, almoſt wholly negle&ted it, being hin- 
| dred from its Defence either by Foreign or 
# Civil Wars, eſpecially in che time of the In- 
* vaſion of the Lombards, Next many of them 
! were at variance with the Biſhops of Rome , 
# which did not a little contribute ro the more 
: ecafie Succeſs of the Lombards, Which was 
+ the reaſon that the Popes were fain to look 
; out for Defence from Foreigners ; and none 
Z in thoſe days being of fo great and formida- 
| ble a Power as the Houſe of France, which 
! had raiſed it ſelf by its great and many Vico- 
! ries, they had recourſe to that, as to their on- 
- Þ ly Port, and Haven of Security. 


In this ſame manner Leo the Third, the Suc- 


- | ceſlor of Adrian, being infeſted with the vio- 

| lence of his Enemies in Rome, tmplored the 

 afliſtance of Charles the Son of Pepin, who 

being the fourth time come to Rome, was fas. 
* © Juted Emperour both by the Pope and all the 

& People; which happened in the midſt of the 

| Factions and Tumults of Conſtantinople, fo that 

| thetime and condition of the Common-wealch 

| kemed all co conſpire this Revolution. 


Thus the Empire of che Weſt was tranſla- 


' | ted tothe Germans : For there is no doubt but 
Pepin and Charles were Germans. "This was in 


the Eight Hundred and firſt Year after Chriſt. 
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From the Reign of Nicephorus, the Empye- 
rours #. the Eaſt were continually in Wars 


and Civil Diſtractions : Firſt, the Bulgarian; Þ 


had frequent War with them on one ſide, and F 
then the Saracens on the other coming out of | 
Africa, firſt took the Iſle of Crete, and after Þ 
that Sicily; and from thence waſted and har- F 


raſled 4/ia. 
ple of Scythig. 


And laſt of all, the Turks, a Pe þ 


From Nicephorus to Conſtantine Pal zologus the ; 
laſt, there are counted Fifty Greek Emperour, Þ 
among which were ſeveral Women, but moſt : 


of them remiſs and unactive Princes. 


In the Reign of Conſtantine Monomachwe, the 
Twentieth Emperor after Nicephors, the Turk, Þ 


who by degrees roſe from an obſcure Origin, 
harrajſed great part of Afia; and every day 
increaſing their Forces, at laſt eſtabliſhed thei 
Monarchy ; not a new, and Fifth Monarchy, 
but out of that part of the Roman Empire 


which was in the Eaſt. The firſt Prince of Þ 
that Monarchy was Ottoman, in the Year of 


our Lord One Thouſand Three Hundred. 


Mzahomet, the Second of that Name, the | 
Great Grandfather of the preſent Grand Sig- Þ 
nior So/yz2an, taking Conſtantinople, and killing Þ 
Conft antine PalzoJogas, deſtroyed the Succeſſion Þ 
of the Empire, and with it almoſt all the 


Foot-ſteps of our Religion in thoſe Parts. 


The Twrks even to our days are Maſters of | 


Aſia, Syria, «Agypt, Meſopotamia, Fudea, Rhodes, 
all Greece, Thrace, Macedon, Illyria, and both 
the My/ia's, and lately ohe of the Pannonis', 
and part of -Africs. Here- 
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Heretofore the Churches of Hzernſalem, An- 
tioch, Conſt antinophe, and Rome, have much con- 
tended for the Supremacy, bur chiefly the two 
laſt, as I have already made appear. The Turk 
at lalt put an end to this ftrite, leaving ſcarce 
any track of a Church, or a Chriſtian Con- 
gregation in any of the other three places ; 
and che ſtate of the other that remains, ard 
now Triumphs alone freed from her Antago- 
nit, we too plainly behotd. 

Having thus ſhewn how the Eaſtern part 
of the Roman Empire was entirely ruined, and 
brought under the ſubje&tion of new Maſters. 
I ſhall now proceed to give an Account how 


1 the Weſtern Monarchy decayed, till ic came 


to its laſt Expiration, and recfived new Ma- 
lters. | 

But here it will not be amiſs to conſider in 
ſhort, with what a wondrous Game of For- 
tune, that Auguſt and Noble Glory of Em- 
pire was tranſlated from thoſe Ancient Roman 
Families, to Strangers and Foreigners; for 
ſome were born in Spain, ſome in Fraxce,others 
in Pamnonia, Dacia, Dardania, Dalmatia, Thrace, 
and Cappadocia. 

Firſt, the uncertain and miſerable Condi- 
tion of the Emperours is worth our Obſz:rva- 
tion : For their Safety, Power, and Lit>. were 


- not repoſed in the Senate, and People of Rowe, 


but in the Will and Power of the Souldiers ; 
which would make one wondzr any Man in 
his wits, ſhould be defirous of Dignity, to 
which there was (ach inſeparable Dangers and 

| K 3 Inju- 
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Injuries annexed. For from the time of Fuliu 
C2ſar, who was ſlain in the Face of the S&- 
nate, to Charles the Great, there were about | 


Thirty Emperours murdered, and Four killed Þ 


themſelves; And there was ſcarce one of them 
ſo good, and ſo accompliſhed, but that the Þ 
Army would ſpy ſomething in them to find Þ 
faule with; they were equally uneaſie under 
the Government of the good Emperours, + | 
well as under that of the bad, and murderel 
them on the leaſt occaſion of Tumulr, whom Þ 
they had forced even againſt their wills to af Þ 
ſume the Imperial Purple; as it happened wþ 
eEtins Pertinax : The Senate ſtood in awe 
the Emperour, but he had a frail dependance 
on the wavering, and corrupted Mind and f 
Pleaſure of a laxurious and unruly Army. The F 
Veterane Legions that had ſerved Ceſar in Africa Þ 
Spain, and France, took up this Boldneſs after Þ 
the Death of their Leader Caims Fulirzs Caſa. 
And Cicero, deploring the Misfortune of it, Þ 
ſays, They are indeed Men of Courage, and 
brave Souldiers; but their Succeſſes have {oÞ 
fluſt'd them, that they grow too inſolent and þ 
headſtrong, making all our Counſel truckle 
to their Force. | - © ES 


The End of the Second Book. 
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'M 2 I S neceſſary to pre: ſomething 
{ of the Germans, from win Charles 
\n the Great derived his Orig:ne, be- 
. | fore I Diſcourſe of his Actions, on whom, as 


I have ſhewed in the former Book, the Em- 
pire of the Weſt was devolved. 

Firft, *is evident from Hiſtory that the Ger- 
21ans often paſled the Rhine into Gallia, to pol- 
ſeſs themſelves of that Country, whoſe Fer- 
tility made them deſire to inhabic it. For the 
Theutoni invading Gallia, were driven out by 
Caine Marizs in his Conſyfſhip. After this the 

| ws Avverns 
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Awverni and Hedui, Nationsof Gallia, contend. 
ing tor the Command of each other, the Gey- 
mans bing invited in by the Preſents and En- 
creaties of the Avern: and Sequani, entred Gal. 
la at firſt with no very numerous Army, but 
increaſing .by degrees, became Maſters of a 
great part of that Country,” under gheir King 
Arioviſtus. But Cx/ar worſted them, and when 
they returned to betiege the Camp of the Re- 
mansin the War they made againſt the Ezurones, 
a People of Gallia, they were deſtroyed art the 
Confluence of the Meyze and the Rhine by 
C2/ar. X | 

Many Years after this they contained them- 
ſelves within their own Bounds, the Roman 
Empercurs invading them ; but they never lt 
ſlip any Opportunity that offered it felf of 
making Incurſfions into Gallia, and with the 
Spoils of the Country to enrich themſelves, 
Thus in the Reign of Gallienzzs, a Voluptuous 
and Supine Prince, they made an Invaſion of 
it, and grew to that Power there, that it was 
with no ſmall difficulty, that the Emperour 
Probs, the fourth from Gallienas, drove them 
Out. | | 

Tulian, the General' of the Emperour Con- 
fantizs in Gallia, had Wars with them. Afﬀer- 
wards in the Reign of Honorizs, the Goths en- 
tred Ga/lia, and obliged the Emperour, enga- 
ged in ſeveral other Wars, to give them Aqui- 
741i to inhabit. 

On the other hand, the French, a People of 
Germany, inyading Gallia by the Low-Countries, 
| {ubduing 
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fubduing the Treviri, Menapii, Eburones, Mo- 
rin, Nervit, Ambiant, Bellowaci, Sueſſiones, ſeated 
themſelves in that part of Gala, which to 
this day from them 1s called France ; the Me- 
tropols of which Country is Pars, not far from 


| whence is St. Denz, the place of the Sepulchres 


of the French Kings, even to our time. 
Having thus enlarged their Dominions, poſ- 
ſefling before a great part of Garmany, that is, 
all chat part which reaches to the River Meyne 
and the Rbine, they not only with eaſe de- 
tended themſelves againſt the Invaſions of o- 
thers, but alſo carryed the War into che Coun- 
tries of others when they pleaſed ; the Roman 
Empire every day falling to decay, both in 
Afia and Africs. - And whilſt the Lombards go- 
verned in italy, they very much enlarged their 
Dominion in Galhia, where after the [ucceſlive 


Reign of many of their Kings, the Kingdom 


came to Pepin, and his Son Charles the Great. 
Charles Martel, the Father of Pepin, who was 
not King, but High Conſtable, or Steward of 
the Palace, ſubdued the Bawarians and Suevi- 
ans. * For according to the French Hiſtories , 
the Kings of France a great while before this 
time had only the empty Name of Royalty , 
without any Authority, that being wholly in 
the Hands of the High Stewards or Conſtables 
of the Palace. The Kings, degenerating from 


.the Vertue and Courage of their Anceſtors , 


gave themſelves entirely up Devotees to Luxu- 
ry and Pleaſure, without any thoughts or re- 
gar] to the Government of the Kingdom ; 

| this

this made the management of Afeairs fall into 
the hands of the High Conſtable, who as the 


Kings increaſed in Supinity and Negligenc, 


increaſcd their Power. 
On this occaſion Pepin, that was Conſtab; 
of the Palace to Childerick, upon a debate 


the Matter before Pope Zachary, obtained the 


Kingdom. 


Mention of this is made in that which 
called the Gratian Decree, wiz. That the Pope þ 
had Aathoricy to Depoſe Kings. Bue the Titk Þ 
and Inſcription of that place is falſe. For where Þ 
as there were two Emperours that were named Þ 
Anaſtaſizs, this can be attributed to neither of Þ 
them : For one reigned more than Two Hur | 
dred, and the other Thirty Seven Years befor: F 
this happened ; and after that time there ws Þ 
no Pope of the IName of Gelaſius. I though Þ 
good to 2dd this for the Inſtruction of the Þ 
Readers, ti.2: they may with the more Prdence F 
and Caution read the Books of the Rowmanif: 
For there are more Examples than one, that Þ 
their chief care is to give the Face of Anti F 
quic7 to their Laws, which would gain them | 


the greacer Veneration and Authority. 


Pepm beſides his ſuppreſſing the Lombard: in Þ 
Laly, at the Entreaties of the Pope, as I re- 
lated, made War againſt the Saxons, and after | 
that againſt the Aquitanians, and having taken Þ 
their Duke or Leader, put him to Death. And Þ 
when after the Death of Pepin, which ſoon Þ 


enſued, they rebelled, Charles the Great, when 


he was King, with no {mall Labour and Fa- N 


tigue 
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tigue at laſt finiſhed both Wars. The Saxon 
War continued for Thirty Three Years, in 


| which time he performed other things; for 


he not only ſabCued to his Dominion the Ba- 
warians, Who rebelled under the Conduct of 
Taſilo their Captain, but twice made a Deſcent 


# into 7raly againſt the Lombards, and reduced 
| the whole Country, Campania and all, and re- 


gulated it with Laws. He alſo reduced to their 
Obedience that part of France, called by Cz- 


; [ar Armorice, and now Little Britany, when 


they refuſed to pay the Annual Tribute to the 
Kings of France, which they had formerly 


: been obliged ro. And paſling into Spain with 


his Army, he met with Succeſs againſt the S2- 
races; but returning through the Pyrenean 
Foreſts, falling into the Ambuſcade of the 
Gaſgoins, a People of Aquitain, he was very 
much worſted. He alſo in Eight Years time 
overcame the Hunns, who then inhabited Pan- 
zonia; and by his Generals he humbled the 
Bobemians, His laſt War was with the Danes, 
or Normans, who with their Fleet deſtroyed 
the Sea-Coaſts of Germany and France. By the 
performance of all theſe great Actions, he 
gained the Appellation of Great. For where- 
as the Kings of France before him were Ma- 


| ſters only of that part of Germany which is 


betwixt Saxoy and the Rhine, and betwixt 
the Rhine and the Sale, and Suevia, and Ba- 
varia z he added to them all Saxony, both the 
Pannonia's, Dacia, Iſtria, Ireland, and the Me- 
diterranean part of' Dalmatia.

and in the fore-going Years thoſe of Tours,

After a Life ſo gloriouſly ſpent, having de- 


| clared his Son Lew#s his Heir, he dyed at Aix, 
! a City in the Low-Countries, in the Seventieth 
| Year of his Ape, and in the Year of our Lord 
! Eight Hundred and Fourteen, Fourteen Years 
| after he was choſen Emperour; being the firſt 


of the German Nation that was exalted to that 
Dignity. 

In his Reign there were but Twenty One 
Metropolitan Cities in Italy, France, and Ger- 
many : Rome, Ravema, Milan, Triuli, Gradas, 
Cologn, Mentz,, Salzburg, Trier, Reuan, Senones, 
Beſangon, Lyons, Rhemes, Arles, Vienna, Mun- 


fter, Tours, Yoerdun, Burdeaux, Bituriges. 


His Father Pepin committed to the charge - 
of the Popes the Exarchate, which he had 
taken from the Lombards, as I have faid Hi- 
ſtory informs us, whereas they pretend he 
gave it them, but that is very much doubted 
by ſome. 

His ſworn Secretary and Favourite Egirbar- 
ds ſays, that St. Peter's Church at Rome was 
above others very dear to him, and that he 
beſtowed a great deal of Gold, Silver, and 


| Jewels upon it, beſides a great many Preſents 


ſent to the Popes. For his principal deſire was, 
that the City of Rome ſhould regain its An- 
cient Authority by his means; and that the

Founded thz Univerſity of Pars, partly ef his Þ L 
own accord, and partly by the intimation of | 1 
Albinss, who, as Eginhardus ſays, inſtructed Þ 21 
him in the Arcs and Sciences. Ct 
He allo gave German Names to the Twelve Þ tc 
Months, and Winds, which we make uſe of ſy ti 
to this day ; whereas, before, as the ſame Au- 
thor aftirms, ths French uſed ſometimes the 
Latin, 
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Latin ,* and ſometimes barbarous Appella- 
tions. 

Thus far I have only-as it were premiſed 
what I promiſed of the Germans, and of the 
Ads of Charles the Great. Now in a ſhort 
Method I ſhall proceed to give an Accounc 
how this Weſtern part of the Roman Empire, 


{ fcarce reſtored co its Preſtine Dignity by him, 


by degrees decayed again, and came entirely 
to nothing : And being divided into feveral 
parts, was made the Dominions of ſeveral 
Princes, who poſſeſs them as their own pro- 
per Right, without paying any Acknowledg- 


{ mentto the Fountain trom whence they ſprung. 


So that that great Name of the Roman Empire, 
which once made ſuch a noiſe in the World, 
is nothing now but a very faint ſhadow of 
what it was, being contracted from that vaſt 


! extent it then had, to a very ſmall part of 


Europe in Germany. Laſt of all, Vie explain 
how Daniel foretold this viciflitude of theſe 


” Empires, and the fall of that of Rome:

# Leo dying in the third Year of his Reign, his

as Pops. But I cannot conceive that much ſl the 
Faith is to be put in thoſe Books; for ther ſl the 
is ſach a Giffzrence among them, and they ar W ;n 
writ with ſuch a confuſion of time and place 
thar *cis no caſie matter to judge what to MW ge 
follow. Sp" ſuc 
Lewis had three Sons, Lotharizs, whom h WW 
made his Companion in the Empire ; Chark, W © 
whom he made Prince of Aquitain after th W þ; 
Death of his Brother Pepin; and Lews, tf 
whom he gave Bavaria, He was taken by hs an 
Sons, who had entred into a Conſpiracy + ſ þe 
gainſt him, and forced into a Monaſtery by I, 
them in Cempeigne, a Town in the County 
of Soiſſons. The Writers of the French An w| 
nals ſay, that the Clergy meeting at Aix, ca W ſc 
ſed this Tumult, and made his Sons undertake MW Þt 
OL 
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ſo unnatural an impious an Action, becauſe he 
endeavoured to reform their Pride and Luxury. 
But fix Months after being ſet at Liberty, he 
was reſtored to the Throne, to the great Joy 
and Satisfaction of the People. 

Becauſe this place ſeems to require it, I ſhall 
here in ſhort cbſerve, that there were a great 
many National Synods held in France. For 
beſides what I have mentioned,there were held 
leveral at theſe following places 3 Troy, a oy 
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of Champian, Rhemes, Toars, Gervovia, Digeon, 


Pars, Lyons, Vienna, Aviniogn, Cheafteauneuf, 


and Orleans. For as often as the ſtate of Af- 
fairs required it, the King of France ſummon'd 
the Clergy and Nobility co meet, and redreſs 
the Publick Grievances. In this manner Lews 
the Twelfth, who had great Differences with 
the Pope, called a Council at Towrs and Lyons,, 
in the Year 1510 and 151r. | 

But co return to our Hiſtory. Lews being 
dead and buried at Metro, his Son Lothariw 
ſucceeded him, who had War with his Bro- 
thers. Which being ended in a new Diviſion, 
to Lews was afligned Germany, and part ,of 
France, from the Maes to the Rhine. To Charles, 
France from the Maes to the Britannick Ocean, 
and the Pyrenean Mountains, To Lotharixe , 
beſides the Prerogative of being Emperour , 
laly, and the Province of Narbone. 

His Son Lews the Second ſucceeded him , 
who drove back the Saracens, that made a De- 
{cent into Fly. In his Reign, among other 
Popes, Adrian the Second was choſen, with- 
out the concurrence of the Emperour, by zhe 
Nobility, Citizens, and Clergy of Rome, as 
their Authors affirm, For though the Ambaſ- . 
ſadors of the Emperour were in the City, yet 
they were not called to the Ele&ion ; which 
when they very much reſented, they were 
anſwered, that this was not done out of dif- 
reſpe& co the Emperour, only out of 'Caution 
to porn a Neceflity, -which elſe mighe by 
Cuſtom be impoſed upon cheir Poſtericy, of 

's having 
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having the Ambaſſadors of the' future:Emps 
rours preſent, ſo' making their Tſpe&ion me 
terial ; to the Eletions of the Popes. With 
which Anſwer, they affure us, the Ambaſſ- 
dors were not only well facisfied, but alſo with 
2. great deal. of Submiffion in reſpe& of his 
high Office, ſaluted the Pope upon his Ele- 
Rion 
But here you may obſerve a wondrous v+ 
riety and uncertainty in their Writings: For 
if Lews the Firſt granted them a free EleQian, 
what Reaſon had Lews the Second his Grand 
ſon, to take it as an Injury offered him by it? 
But let che Matter of Fa& be as it-will asto 
this particular, yet the Title as iris in the Cen 
tones of Gratian is apparently falſe. For i 
attributed co Gregory the Fourth, who: dye 
Twenty ewo Years before Adrian the Second 
was Pope ; and could he write the: Hiſtory 
theſe Tranſactions after he was dead ? 
.. The immediate Predeceſlor' of Awrian wa 
Nicholas the Firſt, who wrote a very prot 
Letter, which is yet extant, to the. Greek Ent 
perour M{chael, about his Power and Autho- 
rity over all Churches. For. at Conſtantine 
they had depoſed 1gnatins, tie Biſhop of that 
City, and; pue Phorizs in his: place, without 


conſulting the Biſhop of Rome. They half 


alſo-caſt out the Images out of the Churches: 
Which/made the Pope exclaim with no little 
Vehemence againſt him. There are alſo. 
veral ot- his Detrees- extant, full of the Papt

| Charlts 
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; Charles, who; as I have ſaid, 'was King of 


Fravce,' with a great deal of celerity paſſed in- 
to haly,, notwithſtanding the Oppoſition of 
his elder Brother Lews, King of Germany, and 
was inftalied by Fob the Third, Pope of Kome. 
But coming a ſecond time into Faly, upon the 


deſire of the Pope, to defend it againft che 


Incurſions of the Saracens, who again had in- 
vaded Campania, he dyed at Mantua. 

- His Sort Lews, Sirnamed Balbas, ſucceeded 
him, but retgned but two Years. From whom 
the Empire came to Charles the Grols, the Son 
of | Lews King of Germany ; both whoſe Bro-

fell co him, He drove away the Saracens, that - 
infeſted ah, and maintained a War for ſome

day. - He was ſucceeded by Arzeipbas his Bro- 
ther's Son, an excellent Prince, who march- 
ing into [ral to relieve Pope Formeſws againſt 
his Enemies, took Rome, and puniſhed the 
Mutineers. - . In- his Reign the Hungarians be- 
ing driven out of Scythia, invade Pannoma , 
and marching forward: :itito Germany in the 
Reign of Lews the Third; Son of Arnolphar, 
and gaining a great Victory near the River 
Lechw, rainated all Bawaria, Suevia, Franco- 
ws, and Saxony, with Slaughter: Fire and 
Sword. bog webs, n |

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In the time of this Emperour was held x 
Council of Twenty two German Biſhops, in 
the City of Tiburia, which once ſtood upon 
the River Mayen, where among other things 
*ewas decreed, that no body ſhould make Mo- 
ney of the burying of the Dead, and that 
none of the Laity ſhould be buryed in the 
Church. 

At this time broke out a great Diſturbance 
in Ialy ; for Berengarizs, and other Noble Lom- 
bards, who had been in great favour with 
Charles the Bald, in the time of Charles the Grof 
entred into a Conſpiracy againſt France ; but 
when their Endeavours were to little purpoſe, 
they turned them to Iraly, where having had 
long differences hetwixt themſelves, made ah 
(as the feat of War always will) ſuffer by 
them. But at laſt Berengarizs having got the 
Victory, obtained the Kingdom of Italy, who 
put out the Eyes of the Emperour Lews, when 
he was taken by him, after he had fought with 
bis Army againſt him. 

At the ſame time, to compkat the Miſery 
bf Hah, 'it was barraffed by the barbarous In- 
vaſions of the Africans, Hungarians, and Sars 
cens. This being the wretched and deplorable 
condition of this Beautiful Country, under 
the Berengarii, Hugh, Rodulphus , Lotharims, and 
Alberts, che Emperour Lew:s dying in the 
midſt of. theſe Diſtra&tions; the Germans, but 
chiefly thoſe of Franconia and Saxony, ſaluted 
Orbo,- Prince of Saxony and Thuringia, Em- 
perour ; but he being old, perſwaded them a 

make 
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make choice of Conrede Duke of Franconia, 
who being received to the Empire, manag'd' 
all Affairs by che Counſel of Orho : After whoſe 
Death, when himſelf was very ill, calling the 
Nobility together , defired them to chooſe 
Henry the Son of Ortho, who was then abſent. 
This Henry was called Auceps, or the Falco- 
ner. | 

Thus we fee how the Imperial Dignity 
paſſed from the Houſe of France, and the Fa- 
mily of Charles the' Great, to the Houſe of 
Saxony, Theſe two Emperours, Conrade and 
Henry, were not inſtalled by the Pope, and 
are therefore by ſome Authors not reckoned 
in the number of the Emperours. *Tis faid 
that Henry refuſed it, when the Pope offered 
to perform the Ceremony, ſaying, he was ſa- 
tified with the Suffrages and Votes of good 
Men. | 

Afﬀcer this, Arnolpbus Malus, Duke of Ba- 
waria, had a Deſign to make himſelf Empe- 
rour ; but when both Armies were come to 
Ratisbone, and ready for Battle, the Emperour 
ſummoned him to a Private Interview, in 
which urging that he wasEleRed by the great- 
eſt part of the German People, perſwaded him 
not to hazard the Lives of ſo many Thouſand 
Men, moſt of which were guiltlefs, and ig- 
norant of the catſe of the'War ; by which 
Diſcourſes having altered his Reſolutions, they 
ſeparated without any Battle. 
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Burchardus, Duke of Suevia, rebelled too, 
but being awed by the Power of the Empe- 
rour, he ſurrendred himſelf The Hungarian 
made freſh Incurſions. into Saxovy, but their 


Leader being taken, Priſoner, they agreed to. 


a Truce for Nine Years. After which, - the 
Emperour bringing. his Subjeds.. to Military 
Diſcipline, ſubdued the Dalmatians,took Prague, 
and Wenceſlans Duke 'of -Bobemia, ;and made 
that Country Tributary to the Empire. - He 
gained a great Victory, over, the Hargarians, 
who upon the expigation of the Truce, inya- 
_ ded Saxony again, and diſtributed the Tribute 
that they uſed to pay;co the Hungarians, among 
the Poor. He deſigned to go to Rawe, but hg 
was hindred by I, he therefore-ordain'd 
his eldeſt Son Orho his Heir and Succeflor in 
the Empire. He was engaged in a War with 
the Bobemians, who then rebelled, for ſeveral 
Years; he alſo put: the Hungarians to flight, 
who had entred Frexconis,and pailed the Rhine, 
with a Reſolution of falling in upon ' Saxony, 
He ſubdued Burgwdy, and afterwards march- 
ing into ly with a great Army, having de- 
ſtroyed the Berengii, he there married his ſe 
cond Wife Adelbeyda. With which Match his 
Son Luitholdis being offended , conſpired a: 
inſt. him, and his Brother-in-law Conrade, 
of S»evis, and had a great: many fol 
lowers in- his Treaſon : But being by his Fa- 
ther beſieged in Ratisbone, and reduced to Ex- 
trefnity, he then applyed himſelf for Pardon 
to his Father, who granted his deſire. 
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Aﬀer this the Hungarians, having deſtroyed 
partof France,” came with a far greater Power 
than ever down' upon Germany, and in a large 
Plain near” the City of \"Antbyrgh, which has 
ics Name from'the River Lz2chas; thicher the 
Emperour marches with an Army of Saxons, 
French, Sauevians, Bavarians, and Bohemians , 
and after a long and doubrful Fight, cut ttrem 
almoſt entirely off, and hanged up ſeveral of 
their petty Princes. CON ne” OM i 
' From whence returnirig into Saxeny, be de- 
ſigned a Progreſs imo Iraly ; bur'before his de- 
parture he made his Son Orho his Companiqn 
in the Empire. Being arrived at Rope, he Cal- 
led a Council, in which he preſided, and de- 
poſed Pope Foby the Twelfth, and ſubſticuted 
Leo the Eighth inthis place. . 'There is extant 
a Decree in'the Ponrifical Fw, by which, in 
imitation of Adrian the Firſt, he declares, that 
he 'confers on *Orho, and the Emperours his 
Succeſfors for ever, the Power of Ordering 
the Apoftolical See, of Ele&ting and Confirm- 
ing the Popes and Jays a heavy Anathema on 
them who Canſecrate Biſhops without the Ap- 
probation of the Emperour. Beſides another 
Decree, contradictory to fome Particulars of 
the former. There is added the form.of the 
Oath by which *ris ſaid the Emperour O:be 
bound himfetf ©o Pope Fobs ;- but they forgot 
eo 'incert what 'Fobn this was, and what Orbe. 
Bur it is a ftrange ching ro me, that things-of 
{ach great Conſequence ſhould be wric with 
{© much” negligence. If ' Orho the Firſt had 
MR  - L 4 taken 
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taken this Oath, it might have been immed; 
ately objected to him, for whereas he ſwean 
in this form which is extant, That he ſhalt 
not endanger any Pope's Life, nor depoſe them 
feom their Authority and Dignity. Which 
not very conſiſtent with his depoſing Fobn pre 
ſently after, and placed another in his room, 
Let any Man reconcile theſe Differences i 
they can, I profeſs it's beyond my power. 

Upon new Commotions in Italy, Orbo went 
thither again, but having ſuppreſs'd them, re 
turning home, he dyed in the beginning « 
May, and was buried at Magdeburgh in the 
Year of Chrift Nine Hundred and. Twenty 
Four. For his great 8 je Ing and Vertues, 
he merited the Name of Great. 

Henry, Duke of Bavaria, rebelled againſt 
Ocho the Second, but he was reduced to his 
Duty by force of Arms. 

# In this time Lotharizs was King of France, 
whoſe Brother Charles the Emperour made 
Duke of Lorrain, on Condition he ſhould by 
Feudatory to the Empire. For the Annak 
fay, that the Emperour Henry had gained this 
Province from Charles the Simple,King of France, 
and left the Succeſſion of it to his Poſterity. 
Lotharizs being highly offended at ghis, he 
with incredible ſpeed drew a great Army 
down to Aix, and had like to have deſtroy'd 
the Emperor,whom he there ſurpriz'd. But the 
Empevour reſolving to Revenge the Inſolence, 
' with his Army marched almoſt as far as Pars, 
and after ſeveral Loſles ſuſtained on both ſides; 

| they made Peace, | Atter 
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Afeer which returnivg home, he. paſſed in- 
to Italy, and invaded the Greczans that held 
Calahris and Apulia ; but loſing bis Army in 
the Attempt, he fled away by Sea, where ber 
ing taken by Pirates, after they had rifled him, 
they ſet him on Shore, whence coming to 
Rome, rallying the remains of his Army, he 
beſieged, took, and burnt Beneventum. A lit- 
tle afcer he dyed of a Wound he got in a 
tle againſt the Greeks and Saracens, and was 
buryed at Rome. 

His Son Orhbo was by the conſent of the 
Nobility received as his Succeſſor, and In- 
ſtalled at Aix; he preferred Bruno a German 
to the Roman See, under the Name of Gregory 
the Fifth. Creſcentivs the Roman Conſul ſer up 
the Biſhop of Placentia againſt him, but the 
Emperour coming to Rome, inflicted an Igno- 
minious Puniſhment on Creſcentizs and his Aſ- 
ſociates, and put out the Eyes of Fobw the 
Seventeenth. And becauſe there were per- 
petual Feuds and Diſcords about the Succeflion 
of the Empire, he ordained, by the affiſtance 
of the Pope, that a certain number of the 
Princes of Germany ſhould have the Right and 
Power for the future of Ele&ting Emperours, 
that ſo none in time to come ſhould pretend 
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to that Dignity as Hereditary. This Decree - 


was made about the Year of Chriſt 1000.
